FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Lord Salisbury’s Irish Land 
Bill Roughly Handled. 


Churchill Attacks the Principles of the 


Bill and Makes a Diversion. 


Uotes of Interest from Many European 


Centres. 


Redeem ing its promise to offer a bill for 
th e relief of Irish tenants after the coercion 
net had passed, the British cabinet brought 
Iii a land bill on Thursday, and it m et w ith 
leant m ercy from some of the governm ent 
supporters. T. P. O'Connor, w riting to I HK 
G lobe, says: 
The finest opportunity to destroy the gov­ 
ernm ent th at has occurred since the present 
m inistry was established was lost on th u rs­ 
day night through the neglect of th e Liberal 
loaders to follow the advice of Mr. Parnell. 
Lord Randolph C hurchill’s speech in the 
House of Commons on th e occasion in ques­ 
tion left tho governm ent bill in rags and 
falters. Everybody in the H ouse' felt when 
ie had sat tlown th at he had m ade out ail 
rrosistible case in favor of the reconstruc­ 
tion of the m easure and th at its destruction 
n its present shape w^s sure. 
He took up every single one af tho ob­ 
jections to tho bill raised by the Liberal 
leaders, and the m em bers of the Irish party, 
and after exam ining them , some of them in 
m inute detail, expressed his full agree­ 
m ent w ith the opposition. 
Mr. Gladstone was personally anxious to 
accept the offer of Mr. Parnell, the purpose 
of which he could hardly have failed to 
perceive, h u t Sir W illiam H arcourt, having 
previously arranged to m ake a speech, did 
hot wish to alter the program m e, and ac­ 
cordingly th e golden opportunity was al­ 
lowed to pass w ithout the slightest attem pt 
to take advantage of it. 
Nevertheless. C hurchill’s speech has done 
the governm ent im m ense dam age, both in­ 
lido the House and out. 
It is very improtmble th at his proposals 
will be accepted now by the governm ent, 
because Lord H artington, , who, under ex­ 
isting circum stances, is still all-powerful, 
hates to entertain even tho idea of further 
Concessions to Irish tenants, and. from per- 
f 
onal and political reasons too well known 
o readers of these cables to Hood recapitu- 
ation, will do nothing w hatever calculated 
to advance th e views either of Cham berlain 
or C hurchill if he can possibly help it. 
The pending parliam entary elections in 
various parts of the country are being 
fought w ith great spirit by the Liberals, hut 
hot w ith m uch expectation of doing more 
than reduce the m ajorities of til© lo rie s 
returned at the last general elections. 
The Liberals probably have the hest 
Chances of returning their m an at Buxton. 
There th e Tory candidate is so hard nress<5d 
by the G ladstonians as to bo compelled, in 
order to conciliate the tem perance section, 
to announce th at he will resign the direc­ 
torship of a gin distillery in w hich ho is in ­ 
terested, in case he is returned to P arlia­ 
m ent from the division. 
This is one of the m any signs now w it­ 
nessed of the enorm ous increase daily from 
one cause or another in the strength of th e 
•Liberal party.

OLAIlSTOyE OX HOME RITEE. 


R e Recommends I.oral Parliament* 
for the United Kingdom . 
London, Ju ly IC.—Mr. Gladstone, at a 
banquet given by the Scottish Commoners 
of the N ational Liberal Club. in responding 
to a toast to his health, said one effect of 
th e exhaustive discussion of tho Irish ques­ 
tion in Parliam ent was the bringing before 
the W elsh and Scotch people the necessity 
for local legislation in accordance w ith the 
national w ants and traditions. 
He denied th at th ere was any alliance be­ 
tw een tho Liberals and N ationalists of 
w hich either party need bo asham ed, and 
declared th a t w hatever alliance existed 
was independent. Tho Pam eilites, he said, 
worn free to join the Tories if they thought 
such a union would he tc th eir advantage. 
Mr. Gladstone r-aid th at his anxiety to 
effect a settlem ent of tho Irish question 
w ould prevent him from lim iting him self 
to his own views. Ho would endeavor to 
prom ote any settlem ent th at would fulfil 
two absolute conditions, the first of which 
was to satisfy the Irish people, and the sec­ 
ond to have nothing to do w ith a settle­ 
m ent th at would in any way threaten the 
greatness of the em pire. 
Proceeding to refer to the paralysis of 
public business, which effect th e stopping 
of any legislation for Scotland would have, 
lie said th a t one parliam ent for tim whole 
em pire m ight be a good thing, hut it did 
n ot follow th at all tho good was on one side. 
This was not felt to he so in A m erica.where 
tim Senate did not m ake laws for the whole 
of tho U nited States, though it m ight not 
be unreasonable to attem pt it, however un- 
'fair it m ight bo to the distinctive interests. 


BU IL A R IA ’a THRONE. 


Prince 
Ferdinand of 
Haic-toburjt- 
Cotlia Accepts the Offer. 
P rin ts Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg has ac­ 
cepted the invitation to lieeoine prince of 
Bulgaria, hut Russia so far m aintains a hos­ 
tile attitu d e to the choice. A correspondent 
lays: 
There is little probability th a t the prince 
will succeed in obtaining the assent of Hus­ 
lia. His friends adm it as m uch, hut they 
claim th a t he is quite justified in trying to 
disarm the Czar’s Hostility, even at the cost 
Elf some personal hum iliation. “One m ust 
kneel to be kn elt to,” they argue. "If Paris 
was worth a mass, Sofia is w orth an obeis­ 
ance.” And tho argum ent is sound to some 
extent. Professions of submission will not he 
absolutely throw n away at St. Petersburg. If 
tlioy fail to gain an open approval of the 
election. they will at least pavi* the way for 
a sullen acquiescence. It will be easier for 
the Czar to shut his eyes to the defiance 
w hen it comes in a deprecatory form, and, 
depend upon it, ho will shut them if he can. 
U nless stung to action by some provocation 
th a t touches h er honor. Russia will not in­ 
terfere w ith an arm ed hand a t Sofia. She 
w ill bluster Enid threaten, and do w hatever 
lies in her adroit and unscrupulous diplo­ 
macy to keep tim throne vacant till she can 
have her way in filling it. Silo m ay even 
go tho length of m obilizing an arm y corps 
on paper 
and 
getting some transports 
together at Odessa. But it will he em uty 
thunder. Prince Ferdinand has to dread 
the Russian rouble and w hat it m ay hire; 
but, if lie avoids a direct challenge of in ter­ 
vention, lie has nothing to fear from the 
Russian bayonet.

Celebration in Paris of the Great 
B low for Liberty. 
Tho celebration of the anniversary of tho 
fall of the Bastile occurred on Friday last. 
It was expected th at the occasion would he 
m ade one of open insult to the Germ ans, 
and the lives of the latter were not oon- 
sidereEl safe. Tile affair wont off w ithout 
any special disturbance. The newspapers 
highly com plim ent the people for the good 
sense shown in refraining from everything 
of a disturbing nature. T here were a few 
isolated m anifestations, but they were of no 
political im portance. 
The Germ an residents of the city were 
ordered to rem ain indoors, as it was feared 
th at they would be attacked if they ap­ 
peared on the streets during the celebration. 
The Patriotic Li'ague announced th at they 
would m ake a dem onstration in tim Place 
de la Concorde and another in the Bois e1c 
B oulogne. It was feared th at these m eet­ 
ings would give riso to disorder, and tho 
(police and m ilitary authorities m ade ex tra 
preparations to m aintain peace.

CAHEE MESSAGES. 


Rrlef Item s 
of Interest from Old 
World Points. 
Professor Tyndall, in a com m unication, 
says th at he has received*num erous letters 
from all parts of America on the Irish 
homo-rule question, ami they all recom ­ 
m end the utm ost resistance to Mr. Glatf- 
stoue's policy, "inasm uch,” says Professor 
Tyndall, "as a desperate gam ester, m is­ 
called a statesm an, has chosen to invoke 
ignorant foreign opinion against the in­ 
structed opinion of his own countrym en, it 
is w orth show ing th at Am erican opinion is 
not entirely on his side." 
PresidEHit Grevy, accompanied by all the 
m em bers of the m inistry, left the palace of 
the Elysee at 3,30 o'clock Thursday after­ 
noon to attend the review of the tiw p s. 
An escort of cuirassiers prooedeil and fol­ 
lowed tho P resident’s carriage. The pt'ople 
along the route greeted the President w ith 
cries of "Vive Grevy.” 
The Bulgarian Sobrante has refused to 
accept the resignation sox the regents, who 
tendered them on the ground th at their 
mission was com pleted now 
th at 
tho 
Sobranje has elected a prince. The regents 
will therefore rem ain in office pending the 
action of the powers respecting the election. 
Justice O'Brien in his address to the 
gram l jury of County K erry adm itted that 
there was a decrease of crim e in the county. 
He said he could not, however, congratulate 
the people on the fact, the cause of it being 
the com plete subjugation of the peaceable 
m em bers of the com m unity to a lawless or­ 
ganization which was now allow ing tho 
well disposed a little repose from violence. 
N otw ithstanding this there were GO rases 
of m alicious injury before the jury, show­ 
ing th at a deplorable am ount of crim e was 
still com m itted w ith im punity. The appli­ 
cations for protection had also increased. 
The social tyranny had extended to m er­ 
cantile dealings, legal dem ands being m et 
w ith threats of violence, resulting in com­ 
plete suspension of the law. 
Lord Lucan, who has just been m ade a 
field m arshal, is 87 years old. and has served 
in the British arm y 71 years. 
An abridged translation of Froude’s “Life 
of C arlyle’ has been published at Berlin. 
It gives, through the kindness of Prince 
Bism arck, tho tex t of Bism arck's letter of 
congratulation to Carlyle on the occasion of 
his eightieth birthday, and C arlyle’s reply. 
Prince Bism arck wrote, "As you introduced 
Schiller to your countrym en, so you have 
placed before the Germ ans our great Prus­ 
sian king in his full figure, like a living 
statue.” 
A new cabinet for Bulgaria has been 
form ed as follows; M. Stoiloff. president of 
the council and ad interim m inister of 
finance; M. Natchevics, m inister of foreign 
affairs; M. Tchomakoff, m inister of public 
in stru ctio n ; M. Stranokey, m inister of the 
in terio r: Major Petroff, m inister of w ar M. 
Stoiloff has telegraphed to tho prefects of 
departm ents ordering them to release all 
political prisoners. 
A dispatch from Candia. Crete, says that 
tho C hristian deputies have w ithdraw n 
their anti-tax m anifesto, and have appealed 
to the Sultan for redress. It is expected 
th at a settlem ent of the troubles in Creto 
can now he reached. 
The details of the explosion of a gun­ 
powder m agazine at Massowah on July l l 
show th at lo Italian soldiers were killed 
and 70 injured and th at cam p property 
w orth $200,000 was destroyed. 
News from native sources has been re­ 
ceived to th e effect th a t a battle between 
tho troops of the Am eer of A fghanistan and 
the insurgents 
recently took 
place 
at 
M ashaki, soutli of Guzni, and th at the 
Am eer's forces were victorious. They are 
said to have captured 
I GO Andars and 
Tarakis, and to havo sent til© heads of 200 
of the slain to Cabul. A large force of 
Jagliuri am i H azarahs subsequently de- 
lEdited the troops of the Ameer, who is now 
sending re-enforcem ents to his arm v. 
Tho London Post says th at Count von 
M unster, the Germ an am bassador at Paris, 
recently rem onstrated with M. Flourens 
against the violent attacus m ade upon 
Germ any by the 
French Radical piC23, 
especially one article dubbing tho E'ount 
him self tim "G rand M aster of tile Order of 
Spies,” and E scrib in g the G erm an embassy 
as a "nest of reptiles." Lord Lyons, the 
British ambassador, also protested, saying 
th at ii such attacks were allowed, the posi­ 
tion of am bassador would become unten­ 
able. M. Flourens was sincerely grieved, 
and expressed him self in the m ost friendly 
terms. 
The Berlin T agblatt says th at Russia has 
ordered all the frontier m erchants to dis­ 
miss G erm an clerks whom they m ay have 
in their employ by September. 
Tile British governm ent lias invited the 
European powers to take part in a couier- 
ence at London or elsewhere on the sugar 
bounties question. 
The N orth Germ an G azette advises G er­ 
m an residents of Paris to close their places 
of business and not show them selves in 
public on Thursday next, tho anniversary 
of the fall of tho Bastile. 
M. Floquct has w ithdraw n his resignation 
as president of .th e French Cham ber. The 
newspapers here agree that Iii. Kouvior’s 
pluck has secured for the cabinet a new 
lease of life. 
Tile London Standard. Conservative, ap­ 
peals to the Unionist leaders to assist the 
Conservatives in tho Brinton arid Hornsey 
contests to their utm ost in order to avoir! a 
repetition of tim Conservative defeat at 
Spaulding and Coventry. 
Tlio Carrigaholt regatta has been aban­ 
doned. This E'ourse was adopted by the pro­ 
m oters of tho regatta, owing to a boycott 
because Mr. Burton, a m agistrate whose 
ten an ts are involved in tim “plan of cam ­ 
paign" to resist eviction, had presented a 
cup for a prize. 
W illiam O'Brien, editor of U nited Ireland, 
at Kingstown, said tiiat the governm ent 
would ho required to enforce the coercion 
act in the most barbarous m anner before it 
could suppress tim liberties of the Irish peo­ 
ple. 
The London Times denies th at the Marquis 
of Londonderry intends to resign the office 
of lord lieutenant of Ireland. 
Mr. Groschen, in a speech delivered at a 
Conservative dem onstration in A lexandra 
Palace this evening, said lie was pleased to 
notice the absence of th at despondency 
which was said to prevail in m any Unionist 
quarters. 
Per.-onallv he deprecated any 
confession of di'spondency. 
Tile loss of 
one or two elections did not m ean that the

The Queen having laid the corner-stone 
of the pedestal for the equestrian statue) of 
the prince consort to be erected at W indsor 
w ith m oney from the wemien’s jubilee of­ 
fering, no more public cerem onies iii cele­ 
bration of the anniversary of her corona­ 
tion rem ain, except the naval review next 
Saturday. 
The review will be a grand 
spectacle, as every available vessel of the 
royal navy, from the biggest ironclad to the 
tiniest torpedo boat. will take part, and in 
the evening will all he illum inated. 
Four hundred and thirteen dwellings, the 
police offices, six schoolhouses and a bank 
have been burned at Vitopsk, Russia, caus­ 
ing a loss am ounting to 2,(JOO,OOO roubles.

NEW RULE A D O PT ED 


To Relieve the Pension Office ire rn 
the nurdeiii Imposed Upon It by 
Claimants. 
W a s h in g t o n , July 18.—The claim agents 
of the country rear a rich harvest from 
soldiers who have rejected claims. 
They 
get them to file anil refile, and ti o practice 
has given tho pension office anil the board 
of appeals a great deal of unnecessary 
trouble, w ithout any good results to the 
soliiiers. 
This has become so groat an 
abuse th at it has become necessary for tim 
secretary of the interior to issue a rule upon 
tim practice, which is of great, im portance 
to the soldier, and,' in fact, to all concerned. 
It Is as .follows; "In pursuance of an es­ 
tablished rule of the departm ent, w hen a 
claim ant goes to Congress for relief while 
his claim is pending on appeal before the 
departm ent, the appeal itself is, upon the 
ascertainm ent of this fact, returned to your 
office for dism issal. 
Repeated appeals of Hie sam e 
claim, 
based upon tho sam e or upon m erely cum u­ 
lative evidence, which does not and cannot 
affect the status of the I'laiin itself, are 
inconsistent with the spirit and purpose of 
honest litigation, aud m ust he h alted by 
tho 
doctrine 
of 
res 
adjudicata, 
^lm 
fair ami vigorous 
application of which 
facilitates the business of tho departm ent 
and prom otes the aim s of justice in adm in­ 
istering pension legislation, and hence the 
departm ent will not overturn or reconsider 
♦he adjudication of a claim decided by the 
present or by a form er aduiinistration, ex­ 
cept upon the production by claim ant of 
an overshadowing reason.” 


ST A R TL IN G M U RDER. 


Mr. Kennedy, a Prominent W ashing­ 
ton Citizen. Murdered by a Eh borer. 
Mr. Kennedy, a form er superintendent of 
the census, and statistician, of late years an 
attorney and real estate agent, at W ashing­ 
ton, was m urdered about 5 o’clock W ednes­ 
day afternoon, at the corner of Pennsylvania 
avenue and F ifteenth street. He had just 
left his office aud started to take a horse 
car, when John Daily, a laborer about 50 
years old. who had been loitering in tho 
vicinity, w alked 
up 
behind him 
and 
stabbed him iii the right side w ith a large 
knife.

84000 for Shoo, and refusing to m ake resti­ 
tution. 
W hen Congressman 
Brooks of 
South Carolina assaulted Charles Sum ner 
on the floor of the Senate Mr. Kennedy 
cam e in w ith tho crowd, and his interfer­ 
ence on behalf of Mr. Sum ner was resented 
by Senator Borland of Arkansas, who struck 
him violently in tho face, knocking him 
down and breaking his nose. His terrible 
death has greatly shocked the com m unity, 
and no fatality since the assassination of 
President Garfield has occasioned greater 
excitem ent. Mr. Kennedy leaves an un­ 
m arried daughter, Miss Hallie K ennedy; a 
son, Joseph Kennedy, and one m arried 
daughter, who is tho wife 
of General 
Biddie, a wealthy Californian.

Blood hounds were taken to the scene to 
take the scent. Over 250 m en were depu­ 
tized as deputy sheriffs to scour the coun­ 
try. A reward of 82500 has already been 
offered for the capture of the m urderer. 
Miss W atkins cam e from one of the best 
fam ilies of Georgia. Her father is a lead­ 
ing hotel m an of Dallas. Miss Bostick is the 
niece of Ell Morris, one of the most prom i­ 
nent ta ttle m en of Texas.

Gale, and Many Lives Lost, 


N ew Yo k e. July 18.—"The Pall of Baby­ 
lon” was enacted at St. George. S taten 
Island, yesterday, in ar*novel hut none th e 
less im pressive m anner. There was an en­ 
tire 
lack 
of graceful coryphees, gayly 
caparisoned horsem en, ancient w ar chariots 
and the other gorgeous paraphernalia which 
lias hitherto marie the spectacle such a suc­ 
cess. No long-ruber! priest chanted the praises 
Elf tho Assyrian king’s victories; no m odern 
electric light blazes! out the m ysterious 
handw riting on the wall, ansi no small boy 
m ade lifs' m iserable w ith his .shrill cries of 
“Only correct catalogue of tho play, 15 
cents.” Still tho overthrow was far more 
com plete than if tho conquering Persians 
had turned the counterfeit E uphrates from 
its pasteboard banks and capturesl the city 
w ith the aid ©f their Fourth of July fireballs 
and harm less javelins. 
About noon, J. II. Mosley, president of the 
"F all of Babylon” company, Im re K iralfy 
and several other gentlem en connected 
w ith the enterprise were sitting on tho grand 
stand adm iring their “trium ph of art." Some 
150 boys were on the floor below practising a 
new dunce, aud over I OO persons were on tho 
stage rehearsing a new feature which is 
about to be introduced into the spectacle.

WINT* AXU HORROR OUT WEST. 


Building* Demolished by a Cyclone— 
Fatal I.I<;htnine- 
M ilw a u k e e . Wis., Ju ly 18.—W aupaca, a 
town of about 2000 inhabitants, the county 
seat of W aupaca county, was the sceno of 
a terrible cyclone last evening, which caused 
heavy dam age to property, but fortunately 
was unattended by loss of life. Tile day 
had been an intensely hot o n e; in fact, the 
hottest ever recorded in the State, tile tem ­

few 
m inutes 
th a t 
the 
tornado 
lasted. 
In 
less tim e than it 
take to w rite it, tho Opera House, two 
lintels, a church and num erous private 
houses were 
©ithor totally or partially 
wrecked. Tho Opera House. was a mass of 
ruins. 
The stoeplo of the Episcopal church was 
blown down and sent crashing into the 
interior 
of 
the 
edifice, 
tho 
walls 
of which were alone left standing. The 
two hotels of the place, both medium-sized 
structures, were unroofed and the interiors 
drenched w ith the pouring rain. The guests 
we*re panic-stricken, aud lied into the streets 
to escape the flying tim bers. 
It was alm ost a m iracle th a t no one was 
either killed or even injured. To add to 
the tEirror ami confusion the C urran House, 
while tho cyclone was at its height, was 
struck by lightning.

am ount of losses sustained, while not largo 
in individual cases, is very heavy in tho 
aggregate. Some of the owners whose prop­

DISASTROUS SQUALL. 


New York Harbor Swept by a Sudden 
Oale and Many Live* Lost. 
About noon on Sunday a sudden squall 
from the northw est sw ept over New York 
harbor. 
It overturned 
scores of sm all 
craft, dragged the big ones from their 
anchors and swept up a sea, even on tins 
widl-protected rivers, th at was not pleasant 
to look at. 
Un shore it blew down trees, blew in w in­ 
dows and levelled fences. 
Many fatalities in the w ater are reported, 
though there iB room to hope th at they 
have been exaggerated; and hundreds of 
people had uncom fortably narrow escapes. 
A coasting schooner was driven against 
the N ational line steam er E rin aqd badly 
dam aged. 
The sloop yacht Marlon was 
sunk, but the crew escaped. A catboat, 
w ith two young women and a young man 
on board, w ent down and all were lost. The 
Sirius and Columbia, excursion steam boats, 
were crowded w ith people, ann a panic en­ 
sued when the gale struck them , but no 
dam age was done and no lives lost; one 
m an had his leg crushed. The captain of a 
tug reported th a t two yachts, w ith seven 
E 
crsons ou board, were upset in the lower 
ay, and it is feared all were drowned. Two 
m en were drowned from a catboat off Gow- 
anus bay. Num berless stories of narrow es­ 
capes, and of yachts sunk w ithout loss of 
life, are told. The squall lasted only about 
20 m inutes.__________________

WHAT THE DEMOCRATS THINK. 


L eading Congressmen Give Thsir Opinions 
on the Reduction of the Revenue and 
Probable Basis of Compromise. 
St . L oris, July 13.—The Republican will 
publish tomorrow a num ber of letters from 
leading Democratic congressman, in answer 
to a w ries of questions recently sent them 
by the Republican. These are: 
One, Is thoro practical basis of com pro­ 
mis© through which the Democrats in tho 
House eau unite? 
Two. Would an 
Espial cut of internal 
ami tariff taxes afford such a basis? 
Three. Assuming this acceptable, is it 
feasible to carry tho 011*1110111 of com pro­ 
mise into the selection of 
the 
tariff 
schedule? 
Four. A ri'thoro concessions of any other 
kind the m ajority of the party can offer 
w ithout sacrifice of principle? 
Five, Would a caucus further the accom ­ 
plishm ent of the desired end? 
Speaker Carlisle says in ilia opinion the 
revenue wilt be reduced at tilt* next session. 
T he necessity of im nreuiato reduction of 
revenue in order to prevent largo accum u- 
1 at'un is so apparent that Congress cannot 
afford to further delay the consideration of 
this question. Differences of opinion can 
be reconciled on some basis which will 
secure substantial relief. 
Benton McMillin of Tennessee says an 
equal or uoarlyequal cut of intl rn aland tariff 
tax its Would afford a basts of compromise. 
He believed the caucus of the party could 
got. near the practical solution. 
Represen­ 
tative Breckenridge of Arkansas knows no 
basis for compromise. R epresentative B reck­ 
enridge of Kentuc ky is in favor cif a real re­ 
vision of tho tariff. Hie increase of the 
free list by placing thereon raw m aterials 
and necessaries, as tho revenues m ust be 
reduced. He thought there was a wide 
m argin for concession. Ex-Speaker R andall 
of Pennsylvania believed th at a compromise 
could be effected bv a fair anc! just revision 
of the pit sent tariff. Ile favored abolishing 
the int *mal revenue system. He did believe 
an equal cut in internal and tariff taxes 
would do. 
Ho did not believe in freo 
trade*, and did not think advocates of 
til at policy would dare to carry it out. S. S. 
Cox of New York believed there wits a basis 
fin- a < 'i.inromise. R epresentative Collins 
of Massachusetts thought a compromise 
throug a caucus probable. George ll. Wise 
of Virginia and John S. Henderson of North 
Carolin 1 strongly advocated a repeal of the 
internal taxes, especially on tobacco. They 
could see no relief by caucus.

S t. T homas, Out., July 15.—A terrible 
accident (X'curreil at the crossing of the 
Grand Trunk railw ay and M ichigan Cen­ 
tral railway in this city, about 7 o’clock 
this evening. An excursion train on tho 
G rand Trunk railw ay from Port Stanley 
ran into a passing freight train on th e Mich­ 
igan Central road, m ade up of a num ber of 
cars laden w ith oil. 
The engine crashed into one of those cars, 
w hen tho oil instantly took fire and burnecl 
w ith g n at fierceness, com m unicating to 
tho cars im both trains and extending to 
Griffin's warehouse, coal and limo sheds 
adjoining the track on tiro west and John 
Campbell’s dw elling on the east, all of 
which w ore burned, with their contents. 
Engineer Donnelly of the excursion train 
was buried in the wreck.

Tho forward < ar of the excursion train was 
filled with passengers, who m ade frantic ef­ 
forts to escape, but notw ithstanding hun­ 
dreds <if brave and willing bands were im- 
medi italy at work to assist in their roscuo.

F L IE 8 ON ST. PAUL, SURE. 


Million* Upon Million* of Them Show­ 
ered Over the Cit}-. 


St . P a u l , M inn., July 14.—A phenom enal 
shower of sand flics occurred here hist 
night. It was the m ost m arvellous known 
iii the history of the Northwest. Flies came 
down in perfect torrents, practically in 
sotiil sheets, com pletely covering sidewalks 
and streets. 
The deluge was confined to a 
certain section of tho city for 15 or 20 
bb" ks. 
At Bridge square, where three 
or four streets intersect, and there is a large 
electric light m ast, the hugs covered the 
ground in a solid mass to a depth of two 
nu bes. They flocked about tile street lamps 
and alighted on windows, com pletely ob­ 
structing the view through the latter from 
tho outside. Tho Union 'depot seemed to 
he the centre where they were the thickest, 
attracted by three or four electric lights. 
Passengers from W hite Bear lake on tile 
10.30 train were compelled to scatter in 
dismay on attem pting to pass through the 
dense buzzing mass. It would he impos­ 
sible to com pute the num ber of fiii's in tho 
shower, but there wore certainly millions 
upon millions, Pedestrians crushed them 
in w alking as if they had stopped in a mass 
of jelly.

Summer Hotel Burned at 
Centre Harbor, N. H. 


Children iii a Sew U rk Asylum Saved 


by Drave Sisters. 


Firemen Hurt at a Warehouse Fire 


in New York. 


C e n t r e H ah non, N. II. Ju ly IO.—This 
day has proved a sad one for Centre H ar­ 
bor. Its leading hotel is in ashes, and in the 
light of tin* burning ruins this evening 
groups of the guests mid employes of the 
house are standing m ourning ttm ir loss,, 
m any of tho latter their all. 
All was excitem ent at first, hut no one 
seemed U> think the house was doomed. 
W hen th is was realizi'il the excitem ent was 
ten-fold 
increased. 
Women cried 
aud 
wrung their hands as they realized tile inev­ 
itable, m en rushed wildly into the hotel, 
and seizing everything movable hurries! it 
to a place of safety w ithout. 
The tiro was m aking havoc in til© house 
and it was im possible to quell it. 
Flam es 
broke out through the walls, the heat be­ 
came intense ana it was fl ared th at half the 
village was doomed. 
Five other buildings wore on fire a to n e 
time. Tiro Son tor House stable, the Moulton 
House and Fellows' store wore at one tim e 
alj smoking w ith tilt* heat. 
Some of the inm ates of tile hotel tell 
thrilling talcs of their experiences. 
The 
clerk, <L W illis Morse, says ho took all the 
valuables from the safe w ith the exception 
of his own money, which he overlooked. 
Miss M arietta R. Sherm an of Boston, the 
lady violinist of th e orchestra, lost nearly 
everything, clothing, 
jewEilry and $150 
worth of music. She succeeded in saving 
three gowns, hut on going back found her 
room filled w ith flames. Miss Jennie Wood­ 
bridge of Boston, tho pianist, lost every­ 
thing. 
One m an fainted from heat and exhaus 
ti on and had to tie carried away, and 
another was struck by a falling beam and 
rendered senseless for some tim e. Many 
men were prostrated by their great exer­ 
tions and the intense heat while carrying 
w ater to the roofs of neighboring buildings. 


IN AN ORPHAN AMYLUM. 


Children Mafelx Removed from Danger 
by Brave Mi*tor*. 


N e w Y o r k . July 18.—An hour before day­ 
break a fire hroko out at St. Joseph's Asy­ 
lum, Eighty-ninth stroet and Avenue A. 
The m ain building was ablaze, and the col­ 
ony of children w ithin were in an uproar. 
Tho outbreak had occurred in the basem ent. 
Nearly 200 children, the full com plem ent 
of the institution, were asleep w ithin its 
walls. The sisters in charge, who, through­ 
out tile scene ol terror ami confusion that 
followed, struggled wit ii great heroism 
to 
preserve 
order 
and 
to 
facilituto 
the work of rescue, aroused the sleep­ 
ers prom ptly, and sped them on their way 
to tho street. Tho thick sm oke and un­ 
known terrors th a t beset their way threw 
them into a panic, however, and the sisters 
m aintained their hold upon them w ith 
difficulty. Tho building was soon cleared, 
and the children directed to tile police 
station in E ighty-eighth street, w here they 
were m arshalled by the sisters, None were 
missing. One H eroi'rt Butz, aged 9, a Ger­ 
m an orphan, was severely burned in escap­ 
ing. The hook and ladder company reached 
the asylum as tire last of tho children were 
em erging on the street. Shrieks were heard 
from an upper story, and throe fem ale at­ 
tendants were found to bo imprisoned on 
the th ird floor.

FIR UM FN INJURED. 


Extensive Fire and 
Explosion iii a 
N ow York Storage Warehouse. 


N e w Y o r k . July lo.—Fire was discovered 
about 3 o’clock this m orning in the now 
five-story brick building of the Metropoli­ 
tan storage warehouse on Thirty-eighth 
street, between Broadway and Sixth ave­ 
nue. Before the firem en arrived the whole 
place was a raging furnace. Soon alter the 
firemen got to w ork at the storage w are­ 
house building a terrific 
explosion 
oc­ 
curred, and seven firem en who were at 
work on tho first floor w ere blown through 
tim windows to the street. All of them 
were very severely burned about the hands 
and feet, and an am bulance call was imme­ 
diately sent out. Several policemen wrere 
cut by the flying glass. 
The lattice work on the roof of tho Casino 
caught Are, and as it was next to the burn­ 
ing warehouse it seemed doomed for a time. 
The firem en rail lines of hose up through 
tho building, extinguished the sm all blaze. 
and then turned their hose on the burning 
building from the roof of the Casino. By 0

$100,000. The warehouse was a five-story 
building, and when the walls collapsed im ­ 
mense dam age was done to the two-story 
building fronting on Broadway, also owned 
by the Goelet estate. The num bers were 
1392, 1394, 1396, 1398 and 1400. Heveral 
finns will lose from $1000 to $5000 by the 
fire. U ntil the safes aro dug out of the 
ruins no estim ate can he 
m ade of the 
am ount of losses to depositors in the ware­ 
house. 
It is stated th at the big building was full 
from collar to roof. Tho furniture stored 
in the building was mostly the property of 
wealthy families. Many valuable oil paint­ 
ings wore burned. It is thought th a t tire in­ 
dividual losses will aggregate more than 
$1,000,000. 


Other Fires, 
The largest fire Saco, Me., had for 18 years 
occurred at noon Saturday last. It was con­ 
fined to Thornton Woe k and tho block ad 
joining. The losses are estim ated as fol­ 
lows: Buildings owned by Ham pden F air­ 
field, valued at about $8000, insured $3000, 
partially destroyed; J. F. Stearns, furniture 
establishm ent, partially destroyed, stock 
valued at $12,000. insured $4000; H. B. 
K endrick Sc Co., stationery and fancy arti­ 
cles, stock badly dam aged, stock valued at 
$5000, insured $3000; 
Eh m eas Kelley, 
crockery, stock dam aged by sm oke and 
water, stock valued at $3000, covered by 
insurance. 
The most serious fire th at has taken place 
in Springfield, Mass., for some tim e was 
th at rn Bill’s iron-front block on Main street 
Saturday afternoon. The blaze was first 
discovered in the cellar of Levison’s m illin­ 
ery establishm ent, the cause being un­ 
known. 
The firemen worked adm irably 
and succeeded in keeping the fire from 
Haynes Sc Co. and J. D. GilPs block.

6, 'anil W illiam Fielding of 
steam er? were seriously injured. The loss 
will not exceed $20,000. Covered by in­ 
surance.

W holesale Death of Perch In l a k e *

W o lf boro, N. IC., July 15.—Perch are 
dying in Lakes W innipesauke# and Win- 
nesquam in large num bers. E xperts say it 
in the result of some disease to which perch 
are peculiarly liable. A serious epidem ic 
am ong tile people living in the im m ediate 
vicinity of these lakes is feared, inasm uch 
as thousands of fish during the past few 
weeks have been found floating npon the 
surface o f’th e water. Seven years ago a 
sim ilar epidem ic was noticed here, and 
owing to the excessively warm w eather pre­ 
vailing in this section the authorities were 
compelled to take m easures against the 
spread of a pestilence. 
A careful investiga­ 
tion into tile causes of this strange disease 
will be m ade by scientific men.

I have visited some 
large straw berry 
plantations since the straw berries began 
ripening. In all b u t one Crescent was the 
moat profitable v ariety ; in the exceptional 
ca*e, on new hilly land, K entucky equalled 
it. 
Sharpies#, C um berland. Jack and sev­ 
eral other sort*, produced larger berries, 
but none equalled tho Crescent in yield. I 
saw lo o quarts of Crescent taken from rows 
SOO feet long at a single picking, w hich, as 
the row# wem three feet apart, was equiva­ 
lent to about a bushel to the square rod. 
Most of th e growers visited raise only tw o 
crop# from a plantation and then plough it 
up; but an acre or more had boen picked for 
five years, and wa* one of the m ost profit­ 
able plantations I saw ; which proves that. 
if a bed be kept clean aud receive enough 
m anure, tho profitable bearing can Vie ex­ 
tended for m any years. The m atted row 
system is followed by all these growers. 
The m ort th rifty bed I saw was w here a 
spark from a p ay in g train fired tile m ulch 
and burned it on in M arch. T here wa* not 
a sign of n isi, not a leaf perforated by in­ 
sects. and th e plant* stood nearly a foot 
high, w ith dark, ghwsy foliage aud every 
sign of 
vigor. 
T he eye 
could 
easily 
trace to 
a 
foot where 
th e 
fire ran. 
Many 
grow ers 
practice 
and 
recom ­ 
m end burning over the beds at tho closo 
of the picking sealion, and os there arc so 
m any insect enem ies to contend w ith and 
probably also fungi, them is tittle doubt but 
it is an excellent plan. I believe, however. 
that M arch burning would bo better, and 
the only objection to it is th a t the lorries 
are left w ithout m ulch or m ust he m ulched 
again, but m ulch tam easily be supplied to 
a fam ily bod. 
The advantage of spring 
burning is th a t it disposes of the enem ies of 
th e cw p before they have a chanco to do 
any dam age. I 
recom m end 
th at each 
grow er try earn in g a spot next spring and 
carefully not*! tho result. Our own hom e 
supply, w hi ell wa# all of one variety (Cres­ 
cent), lasted 27 days—May 24 to Ju n e IO. 
The crop in th is locality was short, as ex- 
cxHwive w et in F ebruary was followed by 
severe drouth and freezing the latter part 
of M arch laid early April, w hich greatly 
reduced tile yield on all beds insufficiently 
uiuiohod or m anured, b u t plantations on 
new Laud, or th a t m ade very rich with 
m anure, and on which the drainage, either 
natural or artificial, was good, gave ex­ 
cellent crop# of beautiful berries. We often 
see the statem ent th at profitable crops of 
straw berries can be grown on any land th a t 
will produce good corn, b ut if by th a t is 
m eant th at straw berries do not need more 
m anure th an corn the statem ent is mis­ 
leading. 
The essentials a re ; A rich soil free from 
weed# and well drained and thorouh m ulch­ 
ing for w inter protection, and which will 
also help conserve m oisture during drouth. 
I found nods m ulched w ith several kinds of 
m aterial, and some of them badly over­ 
grown w ith chess and tim othy from seed in 
the straw used for m ulch, and one large lied 
nearly hidden w ith a grow th of sorghum, 
the seed having boon mixed w ith some 
trauh w ith which tho bed was covered. The 
best m aterial I saw was chaff from th e coru- 
sbelier. It is perfectly free from seed of any 
kind. is light enough so th at the plants push 
up through it readily in spring, and yet will 
ran thor out all weeds which come from 
iced. A lied mulched w ith this was per­ 
fectly free from weeds. The next best m a­ 
terial, aud one which I can heartily rec- 
a .mend, a* it can be had on every farm , is 
aero -fodder waste. To prepare it tho fod­ 
der should be cut to lengths of one foot or 
loss. and th e waste used for bedding. Then 
t lean the stalls daily into a roomy oox-stall, 
or a stable with ab earth floor, where a 
horse is allowed to run loose, so th a t the 
stalks will be trample)! fiat, and well m ixed 
with the droppings of the horses, both solid 
and liquid. Do not feed any hay w hile ac- 
< um uhiting this bedding m ateria], or tho 
s'M'd w ill be sure to grow vigorously the 
next spring, even some of it th a t passes 
through th e horses, h u t there is nothing 
th at will grow in tim fodder waste. There 
will be enoagh m anure am ong it to wash 
down to Hie root* at the plant* during w in­ 
ter. and give them a goon thrifty start, and 
this will leave tho m ulch clean and free 
from odor to protect th e berries. Possibly, 
;here m ay be other m aterials as good as 
;he#e for m ulch, b ut I think there are none 
tatter, and on every farm the fodder waste 
'an be had in abundance. All the growers 
igree th at the best tim e to m ulch is the first 
rime the ground freezes hard enough to bear 
;hu team .—{Waldo F. Brown, in New York

Poor Policy to Aoli Ray Off the Farm. 
G enerally it is poor policy to sell hay off 
the farm . But we m ust have cities, and 
;ities m ust have horses, and horses m ust 
'rave hay. Therefore, some farm ers m ust 
nave hay to sell. Probably nobody would 
dispute th e above general proposition if 
they were m ade for the cheap lands of the 
W est; but some m ight question w hether 
hay would be a paying crop on an average 
farm in Ohio. 
There are m any farm s in th e State on 
■which are tracts th at cannot be so well 
utilized in any other way as in th e growing 
of hay. Swales and savannas of a stiff n d 
or blae clay, or of both together, are gen­ 
erally very intractable to the plough, and 
are fit only for perm anent meadows. I have 
several such in m ind iii W ashington county, 
hut they constitute so sm all a percentage of 
the total area of th e county that there is 
am ple local demand for all the hay they can 
produce. But In th e central, northern cen­ 
tral and southw estern counties of the State 
there are so many of tiles, oak and mapje 
fiats (or m aple and alder flats), which a re n t 
only for meadow, th at their surplus of hay 
can probably be best disposed of in tile large 
cities. I have iii m ind some of these in 
Clerm ont and Wayne counties, for instance. 
In Wayne county there are m any flats 
w hich were originally covered w ith alders 
(such as is used to m ake charcoal for gun­ 
powder) and swam p maple, which are al­ 
most totally useless for any other but grass 
crop*. The soil is a rich, deep vegetable 
mold, so poat-like th at it will burn to some 
extent when very dry', and so rich in nitrates 
th at all kinds of sm all grain w ill grow a1- 
m ost entirely to straw aud lodge. Corn will 
m ake a vigorous grow th on these flats, but 
is so liable to iujury from late frosts in the 
spring and early ones in autum n th at it will 
not do to depend on them for a crop. 
Here it is th at a perm anent meadow is 
indicated as the proper resource. They are 
not adapted foi pasture, because when the 
A 
rround is wet stock would poach it up at an 
usurious rat**, aud when it is very dry they 
grind the grass roots out, since the soil is 
then mellow to a degree, lf redtop fur­ 
nished a good com m ercial hay it would 
probably be best here, but tim othy sells 
netter and the farm ers prefer to sow that. 
Tim othy m ust be renewed here about once 
iii three years. This is not difficult to do. 
lite sod i* turned oyer prom ptly as soon as 
the hay is taken off, and the field is har­ 
rowed once in two or three w eeks to keep 
down the growth of weeds. By tho tim e the 
ground is ready to sow, the 0ogi is so well

After the three or 
four harrowing* of the sum mer. the soil is 
now like sui ash heap. W hen the seed is 
lowu It dom- not need to be covered with a 
harrow , a light brush, even a m ere branch, 
irigyged by a m an (J have seen this done), is 
lumcierit.

W heat harvest is 
th en over, the corn is laid by, even the 
w heat has been stacked or mowed some­ 
tim es, and hands are now plenty, so that the 
farm er can now cut 
hay at his leisure. 
Head-ripe tim othy can lie cut dow n in the 
forenoon and hauled in the afternoon. 
O n a hay farm of tilts kind five or seven 
horses an* req u ired ; a span for the mow cr, 
one in th e rake, and one or two spans for 
hauling in. though, unless the bani is close 
to the meadow*, another horse would be 
needed for the fork at the barn. It is well 
to have plenty of strong horses, not only for 
haying, b u t also for hauling in w inter, as it 
often happens th a t the highest price in tile 
neighboring towns and village* can he ob­ 
tained in a m uddy tim e, when weak team s 
cannot lie driven to m arket. 
Til is is the 
only Instance th a t occur* to me at this time 
whei^ l *,e farm er could fairly call m ud a 
blessing. 
W here a m an’s farm is wholly unfitted for 
tillage or pasturage, like some above re­ 
ferred to, of course there is no question of 
com parative profitableness. 
It is hay or 
nothing. But on the farm w herew heat is a 
possible crop, I leave it for the farm er him ­ 
self 
to figure w hether there 
is more 
profit in w heat at HO cents or hay at $ 1 4 a 
ton. Hay cost# little for seed, and th at only 
Hie first year; the harvesting of hay and 
w heat will not differ greatly rn expensive­ 
ness; w hile the threshing of wheat is m uch 
more costly I hail

W hen in meadow, land will steadily im ­ 
prove, while under w heat it will run behind.

TOBACCO CULTURE. 


W ell-Hotted Manure* the Hest F ertil­ 
izers. 
T ransplanting of tobacco plants in New 
York State begins about June lo. and con­ 
tinues to July IO. Tbe cultivation is per­ 
formed w ith a cultivator between the row# 
two or tlireo tim es during the season, and 
each tim e careful growers liavo the rows 
hoed out. Tlio cultivator is started, as a 
rule, as soon as the plants have fairly taken 
root and begun to grow. Most growers pre­ 
fer flat culture; therefore the plant* are not 
hilled up. hut tho hoe is used to loosen the 
soil around them and to destroy the weeds. 
M anures of various kinds are used, and 
phosphates and guano are sometimes ap­ 
plied in the hill, about 200 pounds to the 
acre being the usual rate. Generally IG or 
more loads of stable, barnyard and hogpen 
m anures are applied to th e acre. Bonedust, 
plaster and lim e have been used to some ex­ 
tent. Some planters have reported good re­ 
sults from com m ercial fertilizers, but the 
general opinion appears to be that well- 
roited barnyard ant! stable m anures are the 
hest fertilizers. 
It is very generally believed by New York 
growers that for rotation the best crops of 
tobaccoaro raised after clover, which usual­ 
ly follows tobacco after the second or third 
Y ear, though often after tho first. The to­ 
bacco crop is also m ade to follow wheat, 
com , potatoes and other crops. 
Most successful growers top low at from 
IO to 14 leave*, and the topping is begun as 
soon a# the blossoms m ake their appear­ 
ance. Suckers are kejft carefully pulled 
out as soon as long enough to remove. This 
work is done a# often a# the suckers appear. 
W orming is done at the same time. 
A new m ethod or hanging, as compared 
w ith that.of spearing, has attracted consid­ 
erable attention, and is in use to a large ex­ 
ten t am ong Pennsylvania growers. 
Laths 
of a heavier size than those ordinarily em ­ 
ployed— thrce-ouartors to one and ono-half 
inches being the preferred size—are used. 
Into these laths are driven five or six penny 
nails; these art' driven through the laths at 
alternate intervals on boti) sides, w ith a 
slight upward inclination, to prevent tho 
tobacco from falling off readily. 
The advantage* claim ed by this system 
over th at of spearing are many. and num ­ 
bered witli them are tho following: The 
hole made in the tobacco stalk is sm aller; 
the work can he done faster and more stalks 
can bo hung on the nails; it is easier to 
fix the stalks on the nails; the tobacco is 
preserved in better condition; it is more 
easily removed when stripping tim e comes, 
and when once hung on Inc nails no further 
adjustm ent of the stalk is required. 
Tills m ethod of hanging tobacco on laths 
has led to a variety of devices for the 
preservation of the leaves. 
.Some farm ers 
plaoo iron hooks or other contrivances on the 
rear end of a wagon, upon winch the lath 
is hung and held while toe stalks are a t­ 
tached to the nails. A 'fa s t as the lath is 
filled it is removed to the usual place on 
the wagon and another placed on tile hooks 
to be fined. W hen it is not desirable to take 
the wagon through tho field a contrivanoe 
in the term of a tripod is employed. This is 
apout four feet high, and at the top of the 
upper arm s are attached iron hoops to hold 
the laths Anniv w hile th e tobacco is being 
hung on them . Tile trilled holds three laths, 
into which nails have been driven at regu­ 
lar intervals in the m anner described. 


THE MEDICINE CHEAT. 


Valuable Medicine* for Farm Stock. 
Professor Brown, in tbe Journal of the 
Royal A gricultural Society of England,tells 
th e farm ers bow,Jo m ake up a convenient 
‘‘m edicine chest” for tho domestic treatm ent 
of anim als: The following list of remedies, 
w ith the doses, arranged in alphabetical 
o rd er: 
Aconite, 
tincturo 
(Flem ing’s)—Action 
sedative. Allays fever, and externally re­ 
lieves irritation. Dose: Horse and ox, lo 
to 30 drop*; sheep, fi drops. Add w ater in 
proportion of a teaspoonful to each drop of 
tincture. For a lotion, use a tablespoonful 
of the tincture to u pint of water. 
Alcohol, in tire form of whiskey or brandy 
or strong ale, is useful for eases in which 
the system require* tobeteinporarilv raised 
from a state of depression. Doses; Horse or 
ox, whiskey or brandy, 4 to 8 tablespoon­ 
fuls; sheep, I to 3 tablespoon fuls. Strong 
ale. norse or ox, I pint; sheep, Ms pint. Re­ 
peated two or three tim es a day. 
Aloes—A purgative for horse or ox. Tho 
ordinary aloetic mass and 
the .solution 
should bo kept at hand. Both preparations 
m ust bo obtained from the druggist. Dose: 
Horse, 4 to e drachm s of the aloetic mass as 
an ordinary purgative; ox, Vi pint of the 
solution. 
Usually given in combination 
w ith linseed oil in cases of continued con­ 
stipation. 
Ammonia linim ent—Made by adding a 
strong solution of am m onia and oil of tu r­ 
pentine, V« part, to soap linim ent. /. pint 
bottle of it. carefully stoppered, should he 
kept at hand. The linim ent is useful as an 
application for sore throat, and for ail cases 
in which an external stim ulant is necessary. 
M ust be applied w ith the hand and well 
rubbed into the skin. 
Areca nut—A useful worm m edicine. The 
nuts should he kept in a stoppered bott le iii 
a dry place. 
W hen required for use, the 
quantity should be grated by m eans of a 
nutm eg-grater. 
Doses: Horse or ox-, -tv 
ounce to I ounce of the grated nut. mixed 
w ith tlio food (corn and bran); slieep, 2 
drachm s; dog, Vs to I drachm . 
Calves’ cordial—A form of chalk m ixture 
for calves aud sheep. To be prepared by a 
chem ist as follows: 
Prepared 
chalk. 2 
ounces; powdered catechu, I ounce; ginger, 
Va ounce; opium, I drachm ; pcppernnnt- 
wate#, J pint. Doses: Calve#, 2 to 4 table­ 
spoonfuls ; sheep, I to 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Carbolic acid—A powerful caustic and 
antiseptic, ordinarily used iii com bination 
with So to loo parts of w ater as an antisep­ 
tic lotion to unhealthy wounds, and for dis­ 
infection purposes. 
Carbolized cotton and gauze—To bo ob-, 
tam ed of the druggist. Valuable antiseptic 
application toV ounds. 
( astor oil, also 
linseed oil—Purgative. 
Dose: Horse or ox, I to 2 p in ts: sheep, 4 
tablespoonfuls. 
Colic m ixture—Equal parts of laudanum 
and sweet spirits of nitro and Vs part of 
chloric ether. A half-pint bottle of it to be 
kept at hand. Doses: Horses or ox, 2 to 4 
tablespoonfuls in 3 parts of water. 
Electuary—A soft mass compounded w ith 
honey or treacle. M ust be prepared by a 
druggist as follows: Camphor, 2 ounces; 
powdered m yrrh, licorice root and nitre, of 
each 8 ounces; extract of belladonna, 2 
ounces; treacle, enough to m ake a soft 
paste. Dose: Horse or ux. a portion of the 
size of half a walnut, to be put at the back 
of the m outh two or three tim es a day w ith 
a piece of stick. Useful m qplds,sore th ro at 
and influenza. 
Ginger—Stim ulant. Form s an essential 
p art of all cordial powders for exciting appe­ 
tite. May be given with strong ale in cases 
of prostration from overwork or disease. 
Dose: Horse or ox. I to 2 teaspoonfuls of the 
powder in a pint of ale; sheep, one-fourth of 
the quantity. 
Mercurial ointm ent (blue)—To bo pur­ 
chased ready for use. V aluablc to promote 
tile growth of hair, and in some form s of 
skin disease. Only sm all quantities may be 
aim I led. 
M ercurial ointm ent (red)—Biniodide of 
mercury’. A good form for blisters in eases 
of splint, or alter sprain of tendons. 
N itre (nitrate of potash)—Diuretic and 
fever medicine. Dose: Horse or ox, 2 table­ 
spoonfuls daily in the drinking water, or 
half the quantity in the food; sheep I tear 
spoon in the food. 
.Salts (Epsom or clauber)—Common purga­ 
tives for attle aud sheep. 
Dose : Ox, 12 to 
IU ounces uisauh cd in a yvine bottle of hot 


w ater (a tablespoonful ot ginger may Ii© : 
added); sheep. 4 to o ounces. 
Salicylic acid 
A valuable antiseptic,effec­ 
tive in the treatm ent of foot-and-rami th dis- 
©ase. 
Dose: Four tablespoonful# of th* i 
acid art' to he put in an earthen vessel and I 
dissolved in a quart of (Killing w ater; hot * 
w ater is then to lie added to m ake a gallon, j 
Tin# solution is to be used to syringe tho ! 
feet and lave Hie m outh and nostrils, and I 
and also to wash the udder and finally 1 
to sprinkle over the latter. H all a pint of 
Hie solution may he added to the gallon of 
drinking w ater every day. The dry acid 
(powder) may he sprinkled on tho feet after 
they have been syringed with the solution. 
Santonin©—Used to expel worms; one of 
the m ost effective agents for this purpose. 
Dose: Horse, I G gram s, with three drachm s 
of aloes; to he given in the m orning before 
feeding, and repeated lifter two days. 
S ulphur (flower of 
sulphur) — A very 
valuable alterative. Dose: Horse or ox. a 
tablespoonful, w ith a teaspoonful cf nitre, 
to be given in the food o ,ce a day; sheep, 
quarter of the quantity. 
Sulphur m ixed 
w ith any common oil forms an excellent 
dressing for mango or surfeit in animals. 
T urpentine, oil of—Stim ulant to the skin. 
Internally used to expel worms. Useful in 
“husk in calves," Dose: A tablespoonful 
daily in half a pint of a m ixture of m ilk and 
eggs; lam bs, one-quarter of the quantity. 
vaseline—Em olient to the skin. Effective 
in irritation of the surface, chapped heel*, 
m ud fever, especially if mixed w ith one- 
eighth part of trism troto of bism uth or car­ 
bonate of lead (white lead), or oxide of zinc. 
Zinc, chloride of—Mixed w ith fiO to IOO 
parts of w ater, it may lie used for the pur­ 
poses for which carbolic acid is employed.

THE FASTURE. 


W hy Do 
F ilatu re* 
Run Out I—The 
O ran Freeze* Out. 
A great m any persons have passed the 
verdict against sheep as an injury to land, 
when the truth is they are the m ast benefit 
after hogs. Tho reason is th at their m a­ 
nure is distributed m ore evenly over tho 
land, and it is in such a condensed form, 
and so line, th a t it I leonine# incorporated 
w ith tho soil before it all goes to waste, or 
a greater part of it. This is not the case 
with cattle and horses. Their excrem ent 
lies upon tho top of the ground, and dries 
up and goes to waste. The m anure of hogs 
also gets incorporated w ith the soil, or the 
larger am ount of nitrogen it contains is 
carried down into the ground by the rains. 
Facts are facts, and there m ust ho reasons 
for them , and those in accordance w ith the 
laws of nature are the most reasonable. The 
m anure of cattle and horses contains more 
fibrous m aterials, is less concentrated, and 
does not work into Hie ground. It requires 
cultivation to bring this about. 
W hy do pastures run out? 
The grass 
freezes 
out 
and dries up in 
tim e of 
drouth, aud so the yield is reduced. And 
because they are m anaged in such a way, 
usually, that there is no accum ulation of 
hum us. 
Tho growth 'of vegetation is all 
fed off. and mostly left in the sleeping 
corners or ender the tree#; at least here it 
accum ulate 
and here are the only spots 
which become enriched. If tho pasture 
generally is to become enriched, there m ust 
be an opportunity for it to add to the or- 
genic m atter of tho soil. The same law 
conies iii here which applies to all plant 
growth. 
Tho live stock must l>e taken out of tho 
pasture early enough in the season to allow 
it to start up and have a m ath to cover the 
roots and to m ake a stratum of the soil, 
It may he a thin one, to be sure, but it is an 
addition of vital importance. Good farmer# 
know that a meadow will last many years 
longer, and out a m uch lancer am ount of 
bay lf it i# never pastured. The benefit two­ 
fold—in the torm of protection to the crowns 
of the plants, and in tjie supplying of the 
organic m atter of which tho very hay is 
composed. 
I have a nioodow which has never been 
pastured, and though it is quito high-rolling 
land it has been mown seven years, and last 
yt ar cut the biggest grass it na* ever dose. 
A year ago last winter it was exposed and a 
great deal of tbe tim othy killed out. After 
harvest it was covered w ith coarse m anure 
from tho barnyard. On some of tho spots 
where this m anure was spread tho ground 
was 
alm ost naked. 
Tho result of this 
treatm ent wa* that tho latent weeds in the 
ground were stim ulated to grow, and there 
came up a new crop of clover, tim othy, red- 
top and other grasses, aud a grand crop was 
harvested. 
I am every year bringing into 
cultivation portions of land which have 
been added to the farm , that have been 
pastured for many years. 
Last year a part 
of this land, on which cattle and sheep bad 
been k<-pt for tw enty years, was utilized for 
fodder corn and Swedish turnips. The most 
most of this bind was actually barren, as 
there was no vegetation on it but a small 
weed we call mouse-ear and the m ost 
feeble kind of grasses, altogether not afford­ 
ing any pasture of any value. 
The land I found upon exam ination had 
no soil. There was a m ere skim of hum us 
or vegetable mould at the surface. It was 
then covered with barnyard m anure as 
deeply as it could well be ploughed nuder, 
and the fodder corn 
anti swedes were 
planted. It bore a good crop—the fodder 
corn ranging from about a foot high, where 
no m anure was put, to 12 feet where some 
hog m anure was spread. All the tillage in 
the world would not have made a crop grow 
on this hind. N ext year it should be put 
into a perm anent meadow, if grass is w ant­ 
ed, and in a few years receive another dress­ 
ing. which may be a light one of m anure. 
D uring this tim e it should not be pastured 
s ta ll 
The aim should be to accum ulate, 
aw fast as possible, organic m atter to m ake a 
soil. 
The farm ers along the flats of the Mo­ 
haw k rjver always see a difference in tho 
crops on their lands whenever they are not 
overflowed by the spring freshets. The lit­ 
tle skim of sedim ent the waters leave, not 
the thickness of a knife-blado, 
always 
m akes a larger crop. 
The benefits of organic m atter in the soil 
are shown in an im portant degree by it* 
t 
reater power to resist the upheaving and 
am aging effects of freezing in winter. 
This I have found by tw o trials w ith rye 
and w heat on tho back lands of the farm I 
have spoken of. In the spring these lands 
were all honeycombed and tilled w ith little 
colum ns of ice, amt the roots of the grain 
were torn out aud tipped every way. and 
niostl> killed. There is no tenacity to tile 
soil, or boily or strength, without the pres­ 
ence of organic m atter, and these desirable 
and im portant qualities are present in pro­ 
portion to its extent.—[F. D. Curtis, in 
Rural New Yorker. 


LUCERN OK ALFALFA 


Should h e Cut Almost Immediately 
After Hie Klossomiug. 
Of all the crops hitherto grown in New 
Jersey, says Professor George H. Cook in 
his late report of the State Experim ent Sta­ 
tion, lucern, som etim es known as alfalfa, 
is one of the earliest to m ature, and conse­ 
quently promises m ost iii this respect; it 
offers, in addition, advantages which few 
other plants possess; briefly, some of these 
are as follows: 
Lucern when once well 
rooted w ithstands drought and frost in a 
rem arkable m anner. Iii New Jersey it can 
bo cut three or four tim es each season, for 
five or six years iii succession, yielding, 
under 
favorable conditions, as heavy a 
tonnage per acre as fodder corn, which it 
noticeably surpasses in quality. Testim ony 
drawn from reliable sources in England, in 
Hit' United States and iii South America in­ 
dicates that, when cut while in blossom 
and fed green, it is greedily eaten by work­ 
ing horses, and is found to be excellent food 
for them . Its value as hay is also very 
high. It resembles clover in its preparation 
of the ground for following crops, for after 
a field lias supported lucern for seven con­ 
secutive years it can then produce more 
grain than before. 
As experim ents w ith it were m ade in New 
York State PO years ago with very flattering 
results, and as agricultural journals and re­ 
port t for many years past contain num erous 
well-written anti very favorable descriptions 
of the plant, and further, as it is now recog­ 
nized as the m ain dependence in m any 
W estern States, it is difficult to understand 
why it has not come into general use. par­ 
ticularly in certain sections of New Jersey 
which are noted for light soils w ith rela­ 
tively open subsoils, ana a w ater level per­ 
haps eight feet from the surface of the 
ground. The explanations for this neglect 
differ w ith localities, one most frequently 
heard being the difficulty of securing a good 
“catch.” 
For this tho remedy is deep 
ploughing, thorough harrowing and seeding 
in drill# instead of broadcast. Weeds and 
grasses quickly outgrow and destroy young 
alfalfa; this renders cultivation desirable 
and m akes seeding in drills a necessity. 
Mr. G. W. Thompson of Steltou, N, J., 
allowed Professor Cook to stake off a square 
rod iii his alfalfa field, and also afforded 
him every opportunity for cutting, weigh­ 
ing and sam pling the first, second and third 
crops from this area. He also fixed the 
dates upon which to cut the crops, iii order 
to secure the most favorable results, paying 
due regard both to tho quantity and quality 
of the product. For the sake of comparison 
w ith lucern, a square rod of unusually fine 
clover was staked off upon the farm of Pro­ 
fessor Cook, near New Brunswick. The 
first and second crops were cut from this 
plot in each case, when this clover was a t 
its best, in the opinion of practical farm ers. 
A chem ical analysis shows no very notice­ 
able difference in chem ical composition be­ 
tw een clover and lucern. 
Three cuttings 
of lucern yielded 18.2 tons. and two cut­ 
tings of clover yielded 16 tons per acre of 
green fodder, 
th e production per acre, by 
each crop of carbo-hydrates,including fibre, 
was practically identical, 
the difference, 
am ounting to less th an 2 per cent., being in 
favor of tbe lucern. Tho clover excelled 
by 17 per cent, in the production of crude 
fat, but tho lucern excelled by nearly 40 per 
cent. iii the production of crude protein. In 
their dem ands upon the soil these crops 
were absolutely identical as regards quan­

If the alfalfa is fed to live stock upon the 
farm it m ust be regarded as an extrem ely 
valuable agent for bringing into circulation 
the capital invested in Hie subsoil. Ii it Is 
raised for m arket, however, it should be re­ 
m em bered1 that a crop as heavy as Mr. 
Thomnson’s 
contains 
plant-food which 
would cost, in tho shape of fertilizers, more 
than $60 per acre, a fact which should lie 
distinctly seen both in the purchase and 
sale of this product. 
As to thq period of its grow th when 
lucern should be out, the Germ an in­ 
vestigator, Dr. Paul W agner, after careful 
experim ents concludes th at llucem , like 
clover, shonld be cut alm ost im m ediately 
after the blossoms have appeared. 


TRE A PIAR Y . 


To Prevent Robbing Among Hee*. 
Doubtless one of the best safeguards 
against robbing is to koep the swarm s so 
strong th at they will bo able to defend 
them selves against intruders. 
All good 
stocks, under ordinary circum stances, will 
take care of them selves. "In order to recog­ 
nize the first indication of robbing at a 
glance," says Quimby, "it will be necessary 
for the bee keeper to distinguish between 
old and young bees, as well as those that 
are filled w ith honey and those which are 
not. Each robber when leaving the hive, 
instead of flying in a direct line fo his home, 
will turn its head towards the hive to mark 
the spot, th at it m ay return for another 
load, its m anner in this respect being 
the same as th at of bees when leaving 
their own hive for Hie first tim e in the 
spring. Young 
hoes 
when 
first leav­ 
ing their hive m ark the location in the 
same m anner. 
W hen bees are stealing 
honey from a neighboring hive they wilt 
generally run several inches from the en­ 
trance before flying. W hen they are ob­ 
served conducting tnernselvcs In this m an­ 
ner kill a few oT them . and, if they are 
found to tie filled w ith honey, it is saio to 
conclude th at they are robbors. Quite a 
sure indication of robbing is working late in 
the evening. W hen it is suspected that a 
hive is being robbed, tile entrance shonld 
be contracted so as to adm it only one pee at 
a time. Another very good way to chook 
robbing, as suggested by a w riter in tho 
American Bee Journal, is to place a bunch 
of gras# or w et hay over the entrance to 
the hive. The bees which Itching to the 
hive will have but little difficulty In finding 
their way to their homes, hut robbers will 
he caught and demolished by tile sentinels 
while working their way through the grass 
or hay."

TUE PIG. 


Pig* Rave Small (Stomach# and Great 
Appetite*. 
Push on young pigs. The m ost profitable 
pork is from those m arketed when IOO to 
120 pounds in weight. Feed often, and not 
in one or two excessive meal#. Pigs have 
sm all stom achs and groat appetites, and 
will easily gorge aud over-feed them selves. 
But their digestion is rapid, and they can 
put away usefully a large quantity of food 
given "little aud often." Over-fed pigs do 
not grow, and are always ailing. 
Never 
give m edicine to pigs, but stop their food 
and give their stom achs a rest. Provide A 
bath of some kind, if only a clean mudkolo, 
for them to wallow in. It. is their way of 
keeping clean, and m otlier earth is clean 
and sweet and the best deodorizer for 
the odoriferous hog. Also provide fresh, 
green food in abundance. Sweet corn is 
the very best feeding for 
this season. 
and a sufficient quantity of it should 
always be planted early rn May for their 
use. No oho ever heard of a pig so fed being 
sick of cholera. Shade Is not only agreeable 
but necessary. If nothing better can bo 
procured, some forked stakes driven in tho 
ground, covered w ith brush and the:i*vith 
earth dug out from between tho stakes, 
leaving a soft, earthy bod for them, will he 
greatly enjoyed. Pigs that are kept in pens 
should have a cle an floor to lie on, and a 
pailful of cold w ater thrown over It once a 
day. Try it and sqe how they will enjoy it, 
and clean their skins by the use of it. An 
excellent drink for pigs of all kinds at this 
season is skim m ed and butter m ilk w ith a 
little bran stirred in it. W ith sweet coni 
this will mako m eat very rapidly. Pigs th a t 
have reared litters may be bred tins m onth 
for late fall pigs. W ean pigs that are four 
weeks old at once. 


TRE PORR. DARREL. 


Slave Pork from Spoiling. 
In sum m er tim e, especially when the air 
is m urky, the pork is apt to spoil. Some of 
the fat or oil iu tho pork will dissolve, and 
the softer the pork the more of its oil will 
separate and perm eate tho brine. This fat 
and tho particles of m eat rise to the top 
when the brine is undisturbed, and rem ain 
there in the form of a scum. The air comes 
iii contact w ith this m atter and petrifac­ 
tion begins. Bo, if a portion of the pork he 
allowed to rem ain above tho brine and ex­ 
posed to the air. it will become rancid and 
spoil the whole of the barrel after a while. 
An open barrel is more likely to spoil, for 
obvious reasons. W hen pieces of pork are 
frequently taken from the barrel the fat 
and particles of m eat are submerged, and iii 
this way putrifaction is prevented. 
Stirring the brine often—ever)' day or two 
—would produce the same result, but the 
safest way to m ake sure of good pork and 
no loss is to take it all up May I, boil the 
brine and carefully skim off all of the float­ 
ing particles and scum. The salt at tho 
bottom should he washed and then nut 
back. Rome persons Imagine that if they 
put enough salt in tho cask w ith tho m eat 
th at is sufficient. This is a mistake, as only 
bo much salt will dissolve, and when the 
brine is of such a degree no more salt is re­ 
quired. except ut the bottom to keep the 
moat from resting on the wood. Making 
bacon of all the thin pork is a more de­ 
sirable form for it for food, and it will also 
keep latter. Many people will relish bacon 
who will not eat pork when pickled, as the 
common practice is. 


IX VEXER AL. 


F a rm in g N otes of Interest. 
The fact should not be overlooked th at 
much of the value of a horse depends upon 
the care and treatm ent he receives when a 
colt. If, when young, he is neglected and 
not given sufficient food to keep him grow­ 
ing steadily, he will show the effects of it 
afterw ards. He will be no longer iii reach­ 
ing m aturity, and will not attain the size 
and developm ent th at he would had he 
been cared for properly the first year or 
two of his life. Now, while pastures in 
many sections of the country are short, ow­ 
ing to the drought, the colts should have 
an allowance of grain to keep them thriv­ 
ing and prevent their falling off in flesh, 
under which condition they would enter 
the w inter at a disadvantage. The first sea­ 
son is tile im portant one w ith the colt, tor if 
allowed to grow thin after being weaned he 
will ho slow to recover from it. When tho 
colt has been taken from its dam, and even 
before, he should he handled often and 
made fam iliar w ith w hat may otherwise 
frighten him w hen harnessed and put to 
work. Colts learn more readily w hen taken 
in hand early, and, if gently used, it is sur­ 
prising how fast they will learn w hat thoy 
alo wanted to do. * 
Hay that is raked and hunched up early 
in the afternoon while it ishot will he cured 
more the next m orning than that that is 
left till the air grows dam p and the dew be­ 
gins to full. Do your raking soon after din­ 
ner and the getting iii later when it is not 
so hot. 
Hay th a t is to be opened may be 
opened as soon as the dew is off the grass. 
Rome men wait for the ground to get hot, 
but the same heat th a t would affect the 
ground would bo drying the hay if it was 
spread out. 
Never stop mov ing for did! 
w eather till you get as much down as you 
can handle when it clears off. Rain will 
not hurt grass till it wilts, 
lf hay has 
to stand in tho bunch through a lonv. dull 
spell, build it over, a cock at a tim e, and ’et 
the air through it. and put the portion on 
top that lias been on the ground. At night 
is the tim e to judge of the weather. If it 
looks promising then, never stop for fog 
or clouds in the m orning—they will blow 
over. 
Dew does but little dam age to hay in any 
st age of dryness. It brings some of the juices 
to Hie surface, and changes the color; it also 
m akes it smell sweeter, and cattle will 
often eat hay better th a t bas been wet w ith 
a dew or a slight shower. If you cannot get 
hay raked before the dew begins to m illet 
it lie if the w eather looks right. “Make 
hay while the sun shines." Dry it before 


you put it in. Steam ing in th e mow will 
dam age it mom than getting wet in Hie 
field if it is properly put up, An old farm 
er’s rule. ana one th a t is probably reliable, 
to tell w hen clover hay is dry enough to put 
in Hie barn. is to test It w ith the thum b-nail. 
lf the bark cannot lie scraped from the 
stalk, it is safe to put it in. 
G ather as early as com will do to g a th e r- 
before frost—ana hung in a smokehouse or 
any outbuilding, and sm oke as you would 
m eat; but I prefer hanging nearer to the 
fire—-a# near as I could w ithout burning— 
and keep a constant fire through the day 
until all m oisture is driven from the com. 
In kiln-dryinga large quantity the best plan 
is a latticed floor over your lire. Lay tho 
com about a foot deep, and after thoroughly 
dried and smoked, it can be rem oved ana 
more put in. Reed com should bo kept 
where it will not freeze—and m ust be kept 
absolutely dry—while it m ight not injure it 
to freeze if dry, it will certainly injure it if 
it is dam p when it freezes. 
It is probably true th a t early-cut hay will 
excel late cut in the quantity of m ilk per 
pound of hay. and also in tho color and 
flavor of the butter, bu t it will be inferior 
in value for m aintaining the cow, and about 
even as to Hie total am ount of butter 
from a given am ount of hay. On the whole 
less butter will be m ade from an acre of 
early-cut hay than from an acre of late-cut, 
but m akers of gilt-edge butter will jflways 
prefer to cut early. 
"Don’t extract from the brood cham ber so 
late th a t the bees will not have their honey 
well evaporated and sealed ere w inter sets 
in. Don t extract unripe honey unless you 
own a first-class evaporator and understand 
your business. Don t extract up to the last 
m om ent, and then turn around in tho spring 
and get it m ixed w ith your honey. Don J 
extract from the combs containing brood un­ 
less you turn very, very slowly, and don’t, 
of ail things, use the extractor as a con­ 
venient m achine w ith which to m ix honey 
and glucose together." 
Sheep and lambs are often deceptive to 
the eye. A short-legged, short-bodied sheep 
is often heavier and will produce more wool 
than one th a t looks to be twice as large. 
G reat eoarae-looking 
shoop are not de­ 
sirable, and if one has them they should be 
coupled w ith 
sm all, 
th ick set, 
heavily 
b uilt ram s. When th e farm ers of New Eng­ 
land become willing to look into tho nature 
and science of these m atters and devote 
more tim e and pains to the m anagem ent of 
their flocks, then will the keeping of sheep 
bo made profitable, and our bushy, weedy 
hillside pastures put on a deeper green and 
present a cleaner and healthier aspect, and 
our tables will be supplied w ith choicest 
m oats the year round. 
The best place to store honey w hen re­ 
moved from hives is in hot. well-ventilated 
rooms. Some cellars m ay do, but I have 
none in wlUch the honey will not in tim e 
get thin, break the capping and run from 
the boxes, and extracted honey grows thin 
and bubbling. One year, w hile experim ent­ 
ing to find a suitable place for storage, some 
was put in an em pty cham ber, some in the 
cellar, and a portion pu t on the top of a cup­ 
board in the kitchen, w here a coal tire was 
kept. and the therm om eter at tim es in the 
porch adjoining indicated 100° in the shade. 
In the latter place the honey kept perfectly, 
and in the others grew w atery, oozing from 
the combs. 
W henever the fowls are apparently sick 
and do not soem to thrive, the cause is usu­ 
ally Hoe; blit when they have canker sore 
throat or bowel disease, w ith signs of con­ 
tagious disease, add a teaspoonful of car­ 
bolic acid to a quart of water, and give 
them nothing else to drink fyr a few days. 
If they appear better use a spoonful to two 
quarts instead of one, as the acid is poison­ 
ous, and it may be injurious to have the 
solution too strong. By keeping a solution 
m ade of a spoonful of the liquid acid to a 
gallon of w ater before them an tho tim e, an 
excellent preventive of disease will be pro­ 
vided. 
Tho prices are now leveling down, large 
young chickens not bringing over 20 cents 
per pound alive, w ith a slight advance for 
dressed. 
Fowls were from to to 12 cents, 
with young ducks, dressed at 18 conts. 
Eggs sold at from IG to 18 cent*, w hile tur­ 
keys and old roosters sold at from 0 to 9 
rents. 
Grow a crop of pum pkins, as they will 
koep well for w inter use and m ake an ex­ 
cellent change for tile pigs. A farm kettle 
for cooking pum pkins will enable the far­ 
m er to utilize the crop to better advantage, 
and as they can be grow n in tile corn field 
after the last working of the corn, they en­ 
tail but little labor and yield well In propor­ 
tion to cost. while they are very highly rel­ 
ished by all classes o f stock. 
To the question: "W hat m aybe added 
to fish and potash to m ake it a more com­ 
plete fertilizer for rye which has suffered 
for w ant $f stiffness in the straw ?” Pro­ 
fessor S. IV. Johnson answ ers: “Try lim e in 
some form —oyster-sholl screenings or cheap 
lime of any kind. Twenty or SO bushels to 
tho acre m ay be usSid. Old wall plaster or 
common m ortar, crushed, or leached ashes, 
which are mostly carbonate of lime, would 
do as w ell." 
W hen a few farm ers may insure their 
com bustible property against loss by fire at 
one-half the cost usually paid, they do not 
show am azing good sense by paying the 
higher rates, and taking chances of one­ 
sided settlem ent when the evil day comes, 
In view of the light hay crop, it is of 
prim e im portance th a t it be secured in first- 
class order. 
Hence 
best 
and cheapest 
m ethods of harvesting should receive at­ 
tention.

Hogarth and Sir dame# 
Thornhill In a Rnteher’s Shop. 
An im portant discovery of Araluahle paint­ 
ings has been m ade a t Greenwich. England. 
They consist of oil paintings bv H ogarth 
and Sir Jam es T hornhill, whose daughter 
m arried Hogarth. 
They were discovered in an old butcher’s 
shop in Church street, aud it appears th at 
w hile painting his work of art on the cell­ 
ing of Greenwich Hospital Sir Jam es Thorn­ 
hill lived in this 
house. There are 27 
p an els; those by Thornhill being entirely 
aaa views, representing m en of w ar of the 
type of the period in action, w hile thoso 
of H ogarth are allegorical pictures. Some 
of tho I anels are signed by Sir Jam es 
Thornhill. 
This house was originally b u ilt of wood. 
but in the course of tim e the greater part of 
the structure was dem olished and replaced 
by a brick edifice, which was afterw ards 
converted into a butcher’s shop. The pan­ 
elled room, however, was fortunately left 
intact, bu t the butcher painted ail tho 
panels over w ith a rich drab stone color, 
and so they rem ained for years. The var­ 
nish on the picture# was sohflrd, however, 
th a t they were entirely uninjured, and the 
paint having been peeled off they are now 
in alm ost as perfect a state as when left by 
the artist. Some of them m easure 4 feet 7 
inches by 5 feet 6 inches, and others are

A W onderful Steam Carriage T h a t la 
to Go a M ilo a M inute. 
[LeWilton Journal.] 
"The rich can ride in chaises,” and they 
can ride in a steam wagon,’’too, if they will 
come to Lewistou and essay w hat th e teem ­ 
ing brain of a rem arkable Lewiston in­ 
ventor has attained. 
In a sm all one-story building, som ewhat 
hack from the dusty highway of Canal 
street, Lewiston, you can find the m achine. 
The building looks as though it had been 
built for it. It is about a# big as a new­ 
fangled hennery, and has two windows, one 
in each side. Glance through the windows 
and you see a wondrous thing, in wheels, 
and boiler, and sm okestack, standing holt 
upright in the m iddle of the floor^-a spec­ 
tacle that, in the days of the Salem w itch­ 
eries, would have hung tho owner of th e 
little building and it* m ysterious contents 
higher than Hainan. 
B ut you ask. "Is it m ysterious?” 
Not a hit of it, dear. 
It is just a m odern invention—a big thing 
to be giA’en out just in keeping w ith this 
latter age, w hen all the w orld’s thin k in g 
Just as tight as it can gallop of how it is 
possible to move and th in k faster still. It 
is a m achine to propel you over the country 
roads a m ile in a m inute. It is a con­ 
trivance to outrun the win: “roader,” and 
to pass the Maud S.s and Jay-Eye-Sees, as 
though they were hitched to a brick block. 
It is som ething to clim b hills, clatter oyer 
pavem ents, bowl over country roads, ram ble 
over beaches, w hisk around corners, back 
up to basem ents, haul load* on the w harves 
or hum around the race track. It is a steam 
wagon. It is everything th at the Im agina­ 
tion oan picture such a contrivance to be, 
and, best of a il.it seem s certain ’to w ork: 
for it *s built, so far as tho professional and 
unprofessional eye can see, on the com m on­ 
sense plan, and is fairly bristling w ith in­ 
ventions and was well applied. 
An Auburn clergym an, a local connoisseur 
of tho horse, un enthusiast on tile nine­ 
teenth century of Am erican progress, a 
Rabatis mill owner, the inventors an a the 
Journal, seven in all, viewed th e m achine 
at IO o’clock Saturday forenoon, and the 
first four nam ed asked m ore questions than 
an infant class. The E nthusiast (large "E 
please), was delighted, the clergym an un­ 
pronounced, Hie connoisseur 
exhibited 
m ental reservations in favor of tho "nohil 
anim a.” the inventors Avern calm and confi­ 
dent, the m ill oAvner had seen or heard of 
such things iii Germ any, w hile tho Journal 
was more than pleased. 
In trie first place it is a wagon. It is built 
on the principle of a grocery wagon. Some 
of the extra heavy grocery team s oh the 
street m ight have served tor the basis of 
the contrivance, except tho inventor. Ed­ 
win F. Field, of th e firm of Field & Craw- 
shuw of this city, desired th a t it he extra 
strong, and so he had the wheels and axles 
and cross-bars, etc., built a triflo heavier 
th an on the ordinary grocery wagon. 
Its 
slm po is the same. Its wheels are the same 
iii size and shape. Its wagon body is exact­ 
ly the same as th at of tho ordinary delivery 
wagon, witli iron hands. The boiler, which 
is upright, sits on the rear axle. Bower is 
applied by cogged wheels to the rear axle, 
to 
which 
the hind wheels are rigidly 
affixed, so th a t the m ovem ent of tho ma­ 
chinery propels the wagon. 
Tile front 
wheels are independent of m achinery, and 
are sim ply steering gear. Tho engine is a 
double cylinder condensing engine, con­ 
trolled by the link motion, exactly as in the 
locomotive. 
It can he reversed or stopped from the 
driver’s seat. W ater is carried iii a sm all 
tank under the wagon-bed. The engines 
exhaust into the boiler—tho exhaust being 
easily controlled from the driver’s seat. The 
boiler is a five-liorse power, tested to 400 
pounds pressure, and callable of carrying 
300 pounds Avithout the slightest difficulty. 
Tile engines develop four-horse power with 
IOO pounds pressure, or twelve-horse power 
w ith SOU pounds. 
W ith hard coal, tho boiler will m ake no 
smoke or steam . The design of tile build­ 
ers is to conceal everything, and they ex­ 
pect, when finished, th a t the contrivance 
will not be very odd in appearance, and 
th at it will not frighten horses any more 
than a bicycle or a street sprinkler. 
Every portion of the m achinery is made 
witli the view to strength. Various inven­ 
tions on the hoilei m ake it specially val­ 
uable, while every part of the engine lias 
been designed and built expressly for the 
purpose, and is full of oddities and inven­ 
tions. 
The axles are steel and tho wheels 
iron-hubbed. The hind wheels are 18 feet 
in diam eter. 
Tile Avater tank Holds half a barrel and 
w ould suffice for a run of 25 miles, 
"H ave you ever run it? ” Avas asked of Mr. 
Fields. 
Yes,” Avas tho reply. 
"W e have 
worked the engines and the wheels, hut 
haven't tried it on the ground yet.” 
"It avrs a great success. The hind wlioeis 
w ent in a perfect buzz. We estim ated it at 
800 revolutions a m inute, nnd as the car­ 
riage Avill advance about five feet at a 
revolution, we reckon that. m aking due 
allowance, tile wagon would have been 
going considerably faster than a two-m inute 
clip. I don’t practically see any lim it to the 
attainm ent of 
the driver.” 
Mr. Field has about completed the m a­ 
chine. 
A description does it no sort of 
credit, und the public should see it to 
appreciate it. 
There is no sort of doubt 
hut that the m achine will go, and but th at 
it can be steeled and controlled. From the 
wayside brook tile w ater tan k can he filled, 
and from the coal locker the fires of the 
boiler. Mr. Field thinks Hint the m achine 
can go a m ile a m inute. Ho will have the 
hind •wheels drilled anet corrugated for 
teeth, provided there is not friction enough, 
but he says that he has no fear about the 
friction.

She w as depressed now u n d e r one of th e 
few’ form s of a d v ersity th a t could c ast h er 
dow n.

•FARMING 
AS 
A PROFESSION FOR 
YOUI^G MEN. 
I do 
not know ono educated young 
m an of Am erican birth who thinks of 
farm ing as a profession. I have sat for lo 
m inutes over this paper trying to recall 
an individual who bad even spoken favor­ 
ably of agriculture as a vocation to live by. 
Farm ing appears to have completely passed 
out of tim thoughts of young m en in the 
Eastern States as a desirable career. Is 
not this som ewhat strange in a nation tho 
founders and first rulers of w hich were 
farm ers alm ost to a m an? According to a 
recent statem ent a considerable num ber 
of students in our colleges are w illing to 
go into foreign countries as missionaries, 
and all tho professions appear to have 
some attraction for the young and am bi­ 
tious, excepting alone this first and chief of 
all. the cultivation of tho soil. . . . 
W ho can blam e them ? Let any reason­ 
able being visit one of our old-fashioned, 
one-horse farm s in any of the older States, 
and lie will not be disposed to scold those 
sons cf fanners. Ono day last sum m er I 
sought shelter from a shower in the bam 
of one such en the coast of New England, a 
farm th at dates back 220 years, upon which 
seven generations of laborious and thought­ 
ful people have expended their strength.The 
interior of th at huge old ham was a spectacle 
of dilapidation. Three good-sized country 
churches could have stood side by side in 
it, and there w ere 1,000,000 holes by which 
tho m em bers could spy into the celestial 
vault. There w ere b u t a few places in the 
structure which afforded the shelter from 
the rain which we had sought, and tile 
fan n er kindly threw a blanket over the seat 
of our carriage to keep it dry. He did not 
need nor occupy a fourth p art of the space 
!or his half a dozen calves and cows, his 
•malI and dirty chaise, bis m are and colt, 
m d Ii is num erous broods of chickens. 
There Mas nothing vigorous or hopeful 
About the place, except a young bull calf 
w ith which the proprietor had a severe tus­ 
sle in getting him away from ids m other. 
The very'spirit of desolation brooded over 
the scene, for th e last two generations of 
farm ers had been utterly defeated and laid 
prostrate by W estern competitions. 
“I tried w inter squash,’’ s lid ono of them , 
“and raised .'to tons. 
Just as I was getting 
read y to haul them to m arket, along came a 
tra in full 
of squashes from Ohio, and 
k n o ck ed dow n tile prico to a point th at 
would not pay for hauling.’’ 
And now we hear the W estern farm ers 
ask how can we raise grain against tile com­ 
petition of Bombay, w ith its fertile, liound- 
lcss plains and teem ing m illions of laborers 
which Hie Suez canal and th e 
freight 
ream ers have 
put w ithin 22 
days of 
London? I read m yself the other day in the 
London T lines a paragraph w hich m en­ 
tioned the arrival of a steam er from Bom­ 
bay containing 5000 tons of w heat and 
GOO hales of cotton, which had left Bombay 
22 days before. 
This prodigious cargo 
was discharged from the vessel in 23 hours. 
These are w eighty facts. They announce 
changes in hum an conditions of the m elt 
radical nature and widespread extent. The 
opening of tim boundless grain regions of 
N orthern India is to the farm ers of tile 
W est w hat the trainload of squashes was to 
tim Yankee. It notifies them that the day 
is very near w hen the business of the whole 
world will form one system, and everything 
will have to be produced w here nature her­ 
self lias given th e h in t; and w hen, too, all 
the ligatures of protection will have to be 
Unloosed, and business take its natural 
course everyw here. It announces th at our 
race is going to raise and distribute its daily 
bread 
on 
business-like and economical 
principles. 
A griculture is about to become a liberal 
profession, directed by intelligence, sus­ 
tained by capital, and its product distrib­ 
uted with the m inim um of waste. Instead 
of repelling young men, as it now naturally 
does, it will attract those who have am bi­ 
tion, fort*, patience and intellect. 
T hat 
kind of farm er will not wage w ar w ith 
unchangeable facts, hut work in harm ony 
with them . He will get nature on his side, 
by way of prelim inary. 
Sum m er travellers over this broad land, 
as they speed from county to county and 
Dom Blate to State, can scarcely avoid ob­ 
serving th at coch region lias its special 
pro d u ct, favored by clim ate, favored by 
circum stances, and strong enough to hold 
tie I own against m arauders.

centrates ins best faculties and bases his 
career upon a specialty. 
Poor Richard notified the people of the 
last century th a t “he who by the plough 
would thrive him self m ust either hold or 
drive.” T hat was true for the people of the 
last century, hut th e opposite of it is becom ­ 
ing tile tru th for tho com petent farm er of 
today. We now find th at the directing 
head ought not bo also tho toiling hand. 
Tim successful farm ers of the future will 
as little th in k of holding the plough as a 
CORLISS or a H or thinks of w ielding the 
sledgeham m er. E verything great and com­ 
m anding is done through a subdivision of 
labor. The head m an of anything exten­ 
sive and com plicated is of necessity exem pt 
from m anual toil, but in return for this 
exem ption he secures to those who labor 
under his direction a happier lot than 
m anual toil alone has ever enjoyed. 
This of course im plies tho possession of 
capital. “How am I to get tho capital?” a 
young man m ay very naturally ask. le a n 
tell him how one young m an got it, to say 
nothing of the well-known instances, some 
of which I have m entioned. This young 
m an of whom I now speak, fresh from E ng­ 
land, found him self in Illinois 30 years 
ago, witli Jittlo property beyond a tru n k ­ 
ful of good clothes. The farm ers about 
him were “land-poor,” as the saying was, 
and he offered his services tonne of them as 
a farm hand. The fanner replied, after some 
parleying, "W ork for mo two years aud I 
will give you a deed for 80 acres.” It was a 
bargain. At tho end of tim two years, 
through utilizing all his chances, he cam e 
into possession of ids land, witli IO acres 
of the prairie broken, w ith three calves 
and a log cabin. T hat was his beginning. 
W ithin five years lie was farm ing, cattle- 
raising and “operating” on a considerable 
scale. In a wArd, ho was growing up w ith 
the country, and asked favors of no man. 
If any young fellow should ask m e: Shall 
I be a farm er? I should have to reply by 
asking him another question: Aro you m an 
enough?

OUR 
NAVY AT HONOLULU. 
Tho disadvantage of not inn ing a respect­ 
able navy is clearly seen just now while 
American interests are in jeopardy at the 
Sandwich Islands. The powerful w ar ships 
of nearly all other nations aro at hand in 
tho harbor of Honolulu, tow ering above 
and looking down on our sm all vessels as 
upon so m any w ater ants. As a m atter of 
fact, should any trouble arise, our ships 
could do little more than enter a protest 
and throat for the future, which would 
doubtless be unheeded, as in form er in 
stances. 
History has shown frequently enough th at 
tangible guns and blue jackets in sufficient 
num bers are required to com m and respect 
of even the weakest people th a t threaten 
from abroad. Our reputation for powerful 
possibilities seems to go for naught w ith 
them . One heavy w ar ship w ith a sizable 
battalion of m arines on their coast is far 
more effective in protecting Am erican citi­ 
zens from harm th an a score of state papers 
from W ashington. 
However grateful the country m ay lie to 
the Republican party for m uch of its ser­ 
vice in tile past, it is not likely to soon 
forget or forgive! its neglect aud all hut 
destruction of Hie navy. 
Sufficient sums 
of money Mere given to R o b e s o n and 
other secretaries under Republican adm in­ 
istrations to have built and m aintained a 
fine naval establishm ent. 
Had this been 
done we should not havo been left in tile 
present lurch. 
But they

to 
spend the money differently. 
They used

All tho 
rest has been but developm ent and filling 
in. If the D utch in Now Am sterdam and 
the Swedes in Do-la-Ware had given an im ­

E n d ic o t t s and Ad a m s e s of New E ngland 
and tho Dem ocratic J e f f e r s o n .* of V ir­ 
ginia and Pennsylvania, it m ight have been 
a second Babel indeed in place of tho de­ 
veloping nation it has boon and still is. 
No one is to bo allowed to forget th a t we 
were 
a 
round 
20,000,000 of 
pretty 
homogenous people a t the tim e w hen the 
tido of European im m igration really began 
to test the sincerity of our professions of 
hospitality. T hat was some 40 years ago. 
In the course of 60 years we have received 
w ith open arm s about 10,000,000 of people 
from abroad, and invited them to share 
freely w ith us. The offspring of th a t im ­ 
m igration 
has 
naturally increased the 
original num ber, bu t 
th at 
increase is 
Am erican, not foreign. And the 20,000,000 
of natives of 40 years ago and m ore—have 
they not been on tho increase also? 
The standing rule of the census is about 
a 33 per cent, increase every decade. It is 
th a t vast total th a t has swallowed up all 
our foreign im m igration and its increase on 
our soil, and m ade us the 60,000.000 and 
more th a t we are today. W hy try to dis­ 
cover which or w hat elem ent it is th at is 
most vigorously at work in m aking us a 
great people and shaping the institutions 
under which we live? 
The attem pt is 
prem ature, for we aro not yet consolidated 
enough to begin analysis. 


CRIME STRIPPED OF ITS 
ILLUSION. 


An old stager in crime, who has been re­ 
cently giving a way his views on the crim inal 
profession, having no further practical use 
for them by reason of the reform atory state 
he has entered upon, w ants us to believe 
th at the real, professional crim inals of tile 
country, who follow’ crim e as a regular busi­ 
ness, do not count over a score in num ber all 
told, and are none of them the prosperous 
individuals they are generally thought. 
The glam our and exaggeration th a t sur­ 
round them , ho says, come of tho heated 
Im aginations of self-m agnifying detectives 
and the com petitive spirit of reporters, who 
draw on the latter for their inform ation. 
It is really a new view of a very bad case, 
and obviously intended to soothe apprehen­ 
sion and invito increasing confidence. If 
there indeed were such a crim inal class, 
actually living by the pursuit of crim e, as 
our regenerate cracksm an and picklock 
denies, no society like th at wo now live iii 
could exist. W hat few business crim inals 
there are in the country, lie assures us, are 
no good to them selves or th eir families, 
realizing the m erest paring of the loot, 
always on the alert and on the move, sus­ 
pected on Hie one sido and betrayed on tho 
other, and on tho whole having anything 
hut a prosperous or a m erry tim e of it, con­ 
sidering Hie am ount of tim e and thought 
they havo to put in. 
W eare rejoiced to hear such good news; 
though we notice th a t the prisons do not 
lack for tenants all tho same. No m atter 
for th at; the point is th a t the regular crim ­ 
inal is all the tim e as unsuccessful as he is 
unhappy. Those who m ay be contem plat­ 
ing an entrance on crim e as a profession, 
thinking it is the easiest of all M ays to got a 
living, are invited to consider the m atter in 
this clearer light and to steer their barks 
iii another direction.

A Painless, Certain Cure, 
To Ute E ditor of The Globo: 
The painful m ethods suggested for the 
euro of ingrowing nails, in my own case, 
have only proved a tem porary alleviation. 
Raise the corner of Hie nail gently and 
draw a thread of 
coarse woollen yarn 
(double if the nail can he raised to adm it it), 
well greased w ith m utton tallow, beneath 
the corner of the nail, drawing it toward the 
bas^ of the toe and partially across tile end 
—cornerwise—leaving half an inch of Hie 
thread on each side. 
Do this on each side of nail if both sides 
aro affected. Repeat Hie process after a few 
days, and add another thread each tiino u n ­ 
til the nail has grown to project slightly 
beyond the end of tho toe, and is entirely 
free from Hie flesh. It will thus be sepa­ 
rated w ithout pain or discomfort. In trim ­ 
m ing the nail always allow tho corners to 
project slightly beyond the flesh, and w ith 
a circular sweep towards the centre.

come to it. Not so did these oriental shep­ 
herds. They w aited until ail the flocks 
wore gathered, and the more flocks that 
came the better they diked it. And so we 
ought to he anxious th a t all tho people 
should come. Goout into the highways and 
the hedges and compel them to come in. 
Go to the rich and tell them they aro in­ 
digent w ithout tile Gospel of Jesus. G o to 
the poor and tell them the affluence there is 
in Christ. Go to the blind and tell them of 
the 
touch 
th at 
gives 
eternal illum i­ 
nation. Go to the lame and tell them of 
the joy th a t M ill m ake th e lam e man leap 
like a hart. G ather all the sheen off of all 
the m ountains. None so torn of the dogs, 
none so Sick, none so worried»none so dying 
a stilb e om itted. W hy not gather a g re a t 
flock? All Brooklyn in a flock; all New 
York in a flock; all London in a flock; a1) 
the world in a flock. 
This Mrell of the 
Gospel is deep enough to put out the burn­ 
ing thirst of the 1.200.000.000 of the race. 
You notice th at tills well of Mesopotamia 
had a stone on it which m ust tie removed 
before the sheep could be w atered; and I 
find on tho 
W ell of ftalv atln n T o d ay 
im pedim ents and obstacles which m ust be 
removed in order th at you m ay obtain tho 
refreshm ent and life of this Gospel. In you. 
case the im pedim ent is pride of heart. You 
cannot bear to come to so dem ocratic a 
fountain; you do not w ant to come w ith so 
m any others. It is to you like when you are 
dry 
coming 
to 
a 
town 
pump, 
us 
com pared sitting iii a parlor sipping out of 
a chased chalice, which lias just been lifted 
from a silver salver. Not so m any publi­ 
cans and sinners. 
You want to get to 
heaven, but it m ust fie iii a special car, witli 
your feet on a Turkish ottom an anil a band 
of music on board the train. You do not 
w ant to be in company with rustic Jacob 
and Rachel, and to be drinking out of the 
fountain whore 10,000 sheep have been 
drinking beforo you. You will have to re­ 
move Hie obstacle of pride, or never find 
your way to the well. 
Here is another m an who is kept back 
from this w ater of life by the stone of ait 
obdurate heart, which lies over the m outh 
of the well. You have no more feeling 
upon this subject than if God had yet to clo 
you the first kindness, or you bud to do 
God the first wrong. Seated on His lap all 
these years. Ills everlasting arm s shelter­ 
ing you, where is your gratitude? W here 
are your m orning and evening prayers? 
Where are your consecrated lives? I say to 
you, as Daniel said to Belshazzar: "The 
God iii whose hand thy breath is, and all 
thy way, thou has not glorified.” lf you 
treated anybody 
as badly as you have 
treated God, you would have made 500 
apologies—yea. your whole life would have 
been an apology. 
Jacob, w itll a good deal of tup and push. 
took Hie stone from the w ells m outh so 
th at the flocks m ight be watered. And I 
would that this m orning my word, blessed 
of God, m ight remove the hindrances to 
your petting up to the Gospel well. Yes, I 
take it for granted that the work is done, 
and now, like oriental shepherds, I proceed 
to w ater tho sheep. 
Come, all ye thirsty! You have an unde­ 
fined longing in your soul. 
You tried 
m oney-m aking; that did not satisfy you. 
You tried office under governm ent; that 
(Bd not satisfy you. You tried pictures and 
sculptures; but Murks of art did not satisfy 
you. You are as much disn.ntented with 
tins life as the celebrated French author 
M ilo felt th at lie could not any longer en­ 
dure the m isfortune of the world, and who 
said: “At 4 o’clock this afternoon I shall 
put an end to my own existence. Mean­ 
w hile I m ust toil on up to th at tim e for the 
sustenance of my fam ily.” And he wrote 
o n Ilia book until the clock struck 4, w hen 
ho folded up his m anuscript and, by his own 
hand, concluded his earthly life. 
The w ealth of Cro sus, and of all the 
Stewarts, and of all tho Barings, and all the 
Rothschilds is only a poor, miserable shil­ 
ling compared with the eternal fortunes 
that Christ offers you today. 
In Hie far 
east there W’as a king who used once a year 
to get on a scales, while on Hie oilier side 
tile scales were placed gold and silver and 
gem s; indeed, enough were placed there to 
Ituluuce th e K in g ; 
then, at the close of the weighing, all those 
treasures were thrown among the populace. 
But C hrist today steps oil one side Hie 
scales, and on tho other side 
e all the 
treasures of the universe, aud He says: “All 
are yours—all height, all depth, all length, 
all breadth, all eternity; all are yours.” 
We don’t appreciate the promises of tile 
gospel. 
W hen an aged clergym an was 
dying — a 
m an 
-very 
em inent 
in 
th e 
church — a 
young theological stu ­ 
dent 
stood 
bv 
Ids 
sine, 
and 
the aged m an looked up and said to him : 
“Can t you give me some comfort in my 
dying hour? 
"No,” said the young man, 
“ I can’t talk to von on this subject; you 
knoM' all about it, and have know n it so 
long.” “W ell,” said the dying m an, "just 
recite to me some promises.” Tile young 
m an thought a moment, and he came to 
thiB prom ise: “The blood of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth from all sin,” and the old m an 
clapped his hands, and iii his dying m oment 
sak i; “T hat’s just the promise I have been 
waiting for. 
The blood of Jesus Christ 
claansetli from all sin.’ ” I rn. tho w arm th, 
Hie grandeur, the m agnificence of 
the 
promises! 
Come, also, to this Gospel well, all ye 
troubled. I do not suppose you havo es­ 
caped. Compare your view of this life at 
15 years of age with w lint your view is of it 
ut 40. or GO or 70.

child w ith a sore hand hides away from tho 
physician lest he touch the wound too 
roughly, and the m other has to go and com­ 
pel the little patient to come out and see 
the physician. So I come to your tim id and 
shrinking soul today, and compel you to 
come out in the presence of the Divine 
Physician. He will not h u rt you. He has 
been healing wounds for m any years, and 
He Mill give you gentle and om nipotent 
m edicam ent. But people, w hen they have 
trouble, go 
anyw here 
rather than to 
God. 
De Quincy

Which is Spent About Thi» Time Over 
the Preserving Kettle. 
It seems hard to spend the hottest days of 
tim year over the "preserving k ettle” and 
hot fires, but it is necessary if one w ants 
the sweets for next w inter’s use. "G ather 
ye rosebuds w hile ye m ay” is an em inently 
practical injunction, ami it is equally ap­ 
plicable in the case of sm all fruits. 
W e give herew ith a few of tho good rules 
for m aking preserves of various sorts, 
whicli tile reader lias seen "som ewhere" 
during Hip past year, but which arc lost of 
course before the present mom ent, when 
they are really needed. Tilings which urn 
think we will use "next sum m er” always 
do get lost before th a t tim e, you know. 
T u t t i F r u ttl P r e se r v e s. 
Says a recent w riter in the New York 
^ a r : 
A bright little woman who delights in 
being know n as "tho m ater” to four sturdy 
la d s , was found tho other day in a pleased 
and absorbed contem plation of a colossal 
stone jar. 
"By next October,” she announced, "th at 
jar will be brim ful of Hie hest preserves you 
ever tasted.” 
W hen asked if she didn’t think it a sinful 
waste of tim e, money and good fruit to 
m ake preserves, 
conducive 
m erely 
to 
the rum 
of tho 
health, tem per and 
good 
looks 
of 
her 
young 
family, 
she cried: "Fudge and fiddlesticks; not 
a bit of it. I defy you to shbw me a m er­ 
rier, stronger, rosier set of fellows than my 
boys. Of course preserves are expensive; 
so aro books and pictures, so is music, 
so 
is 
roast 
beef, 
for 
th at 
m atter. 
Sweetm eats in due proportion have as 
m uch raison d'etre as any of them . Young 
people get a large share of their pleasure 
from the sense of taste. L ater on they get 
m om from tlio eye and the ear. but u-lto 
Mauls to deny them a reasonable enjoy­ 
m ent 
of 
the 
pleasure 
they 
take 
in 
goodies while Hie Pleasure is real and 
desirable to them ? I would as soon think 
of keeping my boys forever at Greek gram ­ 
m ar and algebra and forbidding ball and 
tennis, as to feed them forever on roust 
beef and oatm eal nnd interdict cakes and 
candies. 
In 
m oderation 
thev 
m erely 
stim ulate 
a 
healthy 
digestion, 
as 
a 
knotty problem stim ulates the intellect. 
The hest physician in tho city told a dys­ 
peptic to eat anything im fancied if lie 
wished to regain health and didn't wish to 
diet himself into a collin.” 
The tu tti fru tti preserves are to be m ade as 
follows: Put a quart of w hite brandy in 
a stone jar, then during tile year add 
w hatever 
fruit 
you 
choose, weighing 
it and adding an equal weight of sugar. 
The fruit is put in tho brandy raw, and 
every week tim 
m ixture is stirred to 
keep the sugar from settling to the bottom. 
My inform ant told nm that any fruit could 
be added, but 
that pineapple, chopped 
lino and 
also 
cut 
rn cubes, cherries, 
straw berries, apricots, plum s aud peaches 
would m ake tho finest m ixture, 
om it­ 
ting the seedy fruits like 
blackberries 
and 
raspberries, which, although 
rich 
in flavor, were apt to fall in pieces and in­ 
jure tlio appearance of the stew. 
The 
quart of brandy answers for a large ja r of 
the preserves, as the sugar and fruit juices 
keep adding to the syrup, and H it'whole 
can be kept any length of tim e—if locked 
up. 
( ‘m in in g F r u it, 
Every year come questions from house­ 
keepers, young and old, as to “just how” to 
can fruit. 
Tile usual wray of "canning” (i. e. keeping 
by scaling in air-tight jars or cans w ithout 
cooking long enough to destroy tile natural 
flavor of the fruit) is as follows, according 
to Mrs. Lincoln: 
Select fruit perfect in shape and quality, 
prepare ann place m jars w'fticli have been 
scald* d and kept hot in a pan of hot water. 
Place the jars in a boiler or kettle of warm 
water, setting them on muffin rings or 
som ething of the sort to prevent breaking: 
have a clear syrup of sugar and water, in 
tile proportion of one cup of sugar to one 
cup of w ater for cadi jar of sm all juicy ber­ 
ries; add one cup of sugar to two cups of 
w ater for pears and large fruits. Pour tin' 
syrup, boding hot. into the Hot jars, boil 
five m inutes and seal at once. 
The essentials in this process are good 
fruit, clear, well-proportioned and boiling 
hot syrup, hot jars fil led to overflowing and 
scaled so quickly and thoroughly th at no 
air is left inside Hie can. 
Straw berries, plum s and cherries will re­ 
quire more sugar. Cherries m ay be used 
w ith or without the stones, as preferred. 
Quince, apples, hard peaches, pears and 
other fruits which require softening should 
be cooked in the syrup till tender. Then 
fill the bot jars, straining the syrup if not 
clear. 
Peaches m ay be canned whole, or if 
halved, a few' of the pits should be removed 
and cooked w ith the syrup to give addi­ 
tional flavor. 
A n o th e r W a y o f C a n n in g . 
Shirley Dare recom m ends filling glass 
cans with cut fru it and syrup, screwing 
tlie cover partly on and heating in the cans. 
A boiler of w ater is set on the fire and when 
blood-warm tilled the cans are set in,witli a 
board or thick folded paper under them , 
and cloths or straw wrapped alwmt to keen 
them from striking each other. The w ater 
should corno up to the neck of the cans, 
and a w eight placed on top to prevent their 
rising in the w ater. Then the cover is put 
on and the whole allowed to heat gradually 
to the bolling point. 
The fruit is left from 
two lo 20 m inutes after the w ater boils, and 
is 
lifted out by a stout long-liandlcd 
skim m er, 
n m 
under 
the 
jar 
care­ 
fully, 
while 
Hie 
top 
is 
steadied 
by tile otlier band wrapped in a towel. 
There m ust not be the least draft of air in 
the room, or. striking the hot glass, it may 
crack im m ediately. Close al! doors ajuj.. 
w indows at Hie moment, and keep tlig'W g 
from air till cool. Tho tops shouldf,‘0 tight- 
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(•nod instantly on taking out. A convenient 
little 
w rench 
comes 
for 
the 
pur­ 
pose, 
and 
for 
opening 
w hen 
used. 
The contents 
will 
shrink 
on 
pooling 
and the jars will not bo full. but if no air 
can get inside a vacuum will be form ed and 
Hie fruit will be preserved. 
Very little 
sugar is needed. The fruit is pared (plums 
and pears left whole if possible and Hie 
stems on, as the finest foreign preserved 
fruits 
come 
to us), and a teaspoonful 
of 
sugar 
is 
quito 
enough 
for 
each 
quart 
jar 
or 
quart 
of 
fruit. 
Tho fruit should not be cooked, but steam ed, 
tim object of the heating being to drive tile 1 
air out of Hie bottles and seal Hie fruit in a • 
vacuum . As soon as cool rem ove to a dark, I 
cold place, for light soon spoils fruit in glass 
cans. 
O h l-F u sh lo n e d P r e se r v e s. 
There are certainly some fruits w hich aro 
better, to our m ind at least, w hen regularly 
"preserved” in Hie old-fashioned "pound- 
to-pound” way followed by our grand­ 
m others. 
Among 
these 
are 
straw ber­ 
ries, raspberries 
ami 
blackberries. 
To 
m ake these preserve, m easure a bowl of 
fruit, and the same quantity of sugar. Put 
iii a preserving kettle over night, a layer of 
fruit and then ono of sugar. In Hie m orn­ 
ing cook slowly, w ithout stirring, until tim 
liquid is clear and the fruit Reft. 
.Skim 
thoroughly before putting into the jars. 
To m ake jams, wash the fruit and weigh 
it, taking an equal quantity of sugar. P ut 
Hie fruit and one quarter of the sugar into 
tim preserving kettle; (this should always 
be of granite ware or porcelain, by the 
way); w hen boiling add another quarter of 
the sugar; boil again, use more sugar, and 
w hen all is used let it boil till it hardens on 
tlie spoon. 
There is nothing nicer than a few of 
these rich preserves, for tarts and puddings, 
or to serve w ith fritters, blanc mango, etc. 
F r u it N yru p s. 
A correspondent writes us for directions 
for m aking lemon syrup. 
This is more 
difficult to m anage than any other sort, and 
cannot bo w'elI prepared in the usual way. 
The best m ethod is to take flue juicy lemons, 
and squeeze the juice out thoroughly. Mix 
w ith tliis as much sugar as it will take up, 
put iii a jar and net into a dish of w ater to 
lieut. As the sugar m elts add more, cover, 
and let all boil for about half an hour. 
Then the syrup should be thick and clear. 
Fill up the jar from another and seal tightly, 
cooling in tho water. Throe or four pounds 
of sugar will be needed for a q u art of fru it 
juice. 
F ruit syrup, properly speaking, is tho 
pure juice of tho fruit boiled down w ithout 
sugar till it thickens like m aple syrup. All 
fruits have their own sugar, which m ay hi* 
condensed by evaporation, and these syrups 
are invaluable for flavoring ice creams, 
sherbets, etc., and for m aking drinks in case 
of sickness. Grape syrup is m ade as follow’9: 
Pick over the grapes, rejecting all unsound 
fruit, and press in a cloth. A wooden screw 
press is good, or two boards w ith a weight, 
tile lower board grooved to let the juice run 
out into some receptacle. N othing of m etal 
should be 
used, as a harsh 
flavor is 
im parted, and the juice discolored. Strain 
the 
juice 
into a porcelain 
kettle, or 
better into a thick shallow stoneware jar; 
heat quickly and boil hour after hour, 
steadily, w ithout 
scorching. 
Stoneware, 
holds the heat and is less liable to burn the 
juice than any oilier sort. A good idea ls 
to put it all in the oven, out of the dust and 
where no draught can check tho boiling. 
A clear,'-"drying” day, just before a rain. 
when the w ater boils away fast in the teff*- 
kettle, is a favorable day for preparing 
syrups, as tho m oisture then evaporates 
faster, if not finished at night Hie dishes 
of syrup can rem ain iii the oven, w ith a 
low tire all night. 
From four to six quarts of grape juice 
should m ake ono of wine-coloreu lucent, 
perfum ed syrup. One tablespoonful in a 
glass of w ater m akes a delicious drink, 
tasting like fresli grape juice, a grand sub­ 
stitute for wine for tem perate people, and 
the finest medicine, for correcting a feverish 
bilious state. 
Nearly all other fruits will 
turn into 
syrups as above, w ith long boiling. W ater­ 
melon juice m akes a very good honey; 
peach syrups are delicious, and so are those 
from pear and apple, as you know by the 
half candied juice found in the PAP. in 
w hich fruit has been baked. 
. — 
K e e p in g P re se r v e s. 
H ie old way of sealing jars w ith wax is 
preferredJ>y_jWnevto solder or screwed caps. 
Telliepjtfay have a round of paper dipped in 
i'Fandy laid on the jelly and the top of Hie 
glass covered w ith paper, brushed on both 
sides with w hit6of egg, and closely fastened 


down. 
Tin covers for jelly tum blers should 
always have the brandied or egged paper! 
beneath. 
Some 
like a wax 
for sealing fruit, 
aud 
a 
good 
ono 
is 
m ade 
by 
using 
one 
pound 
of 
resin 
m elted 
over 
a slow' 
fire, to w hich is added, 
w hen hot, one ounce of beeswax and two cl 
tallow or other fat, stirring all till well 
m ixed. W hen w anted for use m elt th€ 
wax. dip corks or covers into it, sealing 
quickly while hot. A film of this or of m u t­ 
ton tallow over a jar of fru it or glass ol 
jelly will keep it perfectly and can be easily 
removed. This rule for wax, and many of 
the facts about fruit syrups are taken from 
Mrs. S. I). Pow er’s valuable little hand­ 
book, entitled "F ruit, Pastes, Syrups aud 
Preserves.”

Alfred Krupp, the well-known G erm an 
metal founder 
and 
gigantic 
sleel-gun 
m anufacturer, died Thursday at his villa 
near Essen, Rhenish Prussia. 
H err Kruup was born at Essen in Is 12 
and left fatherless at the age of 14. His 
m other undertook the control of a sm all 
iron forge wilt S i had been left by her hus­ 
band, and m aintained it as a source of live­ 
lihood and support for herself and only 
child. To this business the young m an 
succeeded. 
and 
has 
raised 
there­ 
from the great Krupp works, wincli cover 
an area of more than Boo acres. I e rr 
K rupp received a good education, and soon 
after began his connection w ith tho Iron 
works. He applied him self diligently to 
the work before him. as ho had to contend 
In tho beginning w :th more debts than for­ 
tune. W ith the grow th and -success ut the 
works he erectea sm all colonies, stores, hos­ 
pitals, churches, 
schools, 
etc.,, lor his 
employes. 
The 
K rupp 
gun 
is world- 
fam ed; thor*1 was a splendid exhibition 
ot Krupp guns and cannon a t the A hu rican 
centennial 
celebration 
in 
Philadelphia 
iu 1870. 
He allowed no visitors to Ins 
works. 
W hen Em peror W illiam visited 
the works in 1877, K rupp had tile produc­ 
tions of th at day set. before him for inspec­ 
tion, which am ounted to i n t , rails, loo 
wheel tires. 120 axles. I'to wheels, -bio rail­ 
way wedgy a and I oho bomi shells. 
I he 
raiall residence where K rupp was horn is 
Hill standing in tho town of Essen, and to 
jom pare it w ith the palace in which ho 
resided is, indeed, to com pare a m ole­ 
hill w ith a m ountain. 


“ Old S co u r,’’ the Com edian. 
George G. Spear, well know n to Boston 
play-goors of the past generation as "01*1

But th > leader in this issue 
never lost his coolness and selfishness. Tile 
follower gave up oven his habits lur ids ad­ 
m iration. W hile Mr. Cotikling was drink­ 
ing cold tea in His room. Mr. Sm yth was 
down with the boys taking ch m pagne or 
whiskey, or w hatever suited the tem pera­ 
m ent of the partisans. As tim e advanced 
Sm yth began to see that your political 
leader and patron is a tim id and selfish 
quantity. 
Coukling 
was 
never 
too 
heavy 
for Sm yth to carry, but lie 
be­ 
came painfully aware in the course of tim e 
th at Colliding thought Sm yth too heavy 
to be supported longer. 
It is 
T h e Bl sen se of Y o u r P o p u la r le a d e r s , 
th a t as they advance higher ami higher 
they become more cautious, they consult 
their enem ies and critics more than their 
henchm en and friends. This rule is alm ost 
without exception. Now aud then some 
politicians are selfish enough to breuk away 
from an unprofitable boss. We have almost 
forgotten how the W hig leaders tore away 
from H enry (.'lav in the days of our child­ 
hood. 
No 
public m an of the present 
m om ent 
would 
dare 
to 
arrogate 
as 
m uch as Clay 
did 
am ong his equals 
and 
supporters. 
After 
ho 
had 
been 
nom inated for tiro presidency in 1824, in 
1828, iii 1882 and in 1836, lie dem anded to 
have a clear path in 1840 and 1818. It is 
true that there were not presidential nom ­ 
inating conventions in alt those vears, aud 
th a t on perhaps one occasion Clay stood 
behind another man. Nevertheless he de- 
niandod in every one of those yeurs to lead, 
and, if he could not bo the president, to 
m ake the president. 
W hen Harrison was 
nom inated over ids head in 1840 lie sulked 
like a child, and in 1848, -ivlien General 
Taylor was nom inated in his place, he gave 
no 
support 
to 
the 
ticket. 
In 
order 
to get even in 1852 lie attem pted to destroy 
his party by forcing tho compromise m eas­ 
ures upon it. Such a piece of selfishness 
was hardly ever seen in hum an history. Old 
John of Gaunt was second fiddle to him in 
c noeit. 
Some m ay attribute tills to ids 
Kentucky education, his disposition 
to 
grasp it all. Blame lins been one of the 
men who have since Clay’s tim e been prom ­ 
inent in conventions, anil has lost his head 
in a few- instances, if his enem ies are to be 
believed. On the whole, however, he has 
been m agnanim ous, and when his oppo­ 
nents have beaten him he has taken his de­ 
feat right well. I heard 
Mr. Blaine say 
under my roof m any years ago th at 
C o n k lin g W as aa K m art 
as he could be. Blaine hail the good sense 
to go to Garfield’s side as soon as he*was 
nom inated, while Coukling spent his tim e 
com ing home from Chicago lam enting th at 
Blaine had not been nom inated instead of 
Garfield. I was in one of tho cars of the 
train w hich Conklin* rode upon, anil one 
of his editorial henchm en came in and told 
me w hat he w-us saying. Tho only effect of 
Conkling’s hectoring th at day was to sepa­ 
rate th at editorial henchm an from him. 
and lie has ever sinco been Blam e’s sup­ 
porter, iii spite of a great deal of apparent 
inconsistency. Coukling was never able to 
hold his supporters long; sooner or later his 
selfishness cam e out,and theyfolt th at they 
had throw n their lives away in his behalf. 
John F. Sm yth was regarded by tho pub­ 
lic as one of 
Conkling’s 
desperadoes, 
whereas in reality he had many elem ents of 
character more agreeable than Conklliig’s. 
Ile was a reader of hooks and kept abreast 
of the current literature of the country. He 
had too much force for Republican society 
and believed iii doing things as they were 
done iii tho first part of modern times, when 
Barnley undertook with his associates to 
kill Ri/.zio iii tho queen s cham ber or Both- 
well ran away w ith tho queen’s person, de­ 
fying all public opinion. Sm yth was a very 
large man, and lie m ight have taken him ­ 
self out of the entanglem ents which at last 
destroyed him and made his life a failure 
ii he had not bi en a drinking man. After 
he Had tilled several offices in the State, 
provided for him by trickery of one kind or 
another, he showed a tendency to dropsy; 
he took so much lush th at it swelled his 
limbs, his chest and his feet. 
H a rd B r I ilk! m r O ften A ffects a M an 
whom nature destined to live a long tim e, 
in tim way of dropsy, since lie cannot bo 
killed by any less siege or attack. Tho 
dropsy Vepresents the enorm ous am ount of 
wine, beer. etc., a very healtlry subject can 
hold w ithout having his kidneys, bladder 
and liver destroyed. Large men, m ade iii a 
tinge mould, Uke H enry YIH. of England, 
succum b at last to the dropsy, when they- 
resist through sheer bodily strength all 
other besiegement^ through their appetites. 
I saw in Sm yth t Ho wreck of a strong man, 
olio who would serve a cause w ith all 
his vehem ence and w ithout taking into 
consideration the num ber of his opponents 
or public opinion. He was just as faithful 
to ins party and his faction as if he had been 
in some great m ovement. Ile was like the 
Calvinists of F’rance, through whom the 
Reoteli Presbyterians, his progenitors, were 
descended. They thought th at every meas­ 
ure was right which their groat law-giver 
Outlined to them . Hence they attem pted 
revolution of a bloody kind and for a hun­ 
dred years F’rance was filled with armed 
conflicts and assassinations. 
This man, who came to the United States 
about the year I860, and lived in it nearly 
4(» years, is a greater lesson than Jacob 
Sharp to tile young m en of our tim e. Pol­ 
itics is the ruin of alm ost every generous 
nature which takes hold of it, except cold­ 
ness of purpose and artful design. 
I can go back over a long list, more or leas 
renowned, who have destroyed them selves 
bv attem pting to serve other men of colder 
natures, and in nearly every case these 
destroyed people have had their greatest 
tem ptation through the appetite for spir­ 
i t u s liquor. 
The first m an I ever saw of 
the very first class in this country was 
Stephen A. Douglas. W hen I was intro­ 
duced to him in 1860, just after he had been 
nom inated for president at Baltimore, 
Ho H ad a D e c a n te r of H rain ly 
on the table beside him , and was applying 
him self to it w ith the feverish appetite be­ 
gotten of m ental strain, disappointm ent 
and satiety. W lien I w as taken to see him 
he was hectoring a city politician about not 
having provided a reception and serenade 
to the presidential candidate. In his low, 
thunderous tunes, like the first part of a 
gathering storm, lie was sayingto this man : 
"W haw ’s your organization?” He em itted 
tiffs many times, until it m ade me nervous 
at mv tender age, and I would look under 
my chair to see u I had possibly concealed 
Die organization. At la* , when the music 
drew near, and tho politician exclaim ed 
that lie knew the boys would be coming, 
and it turned out only to boa serenade for 
Lincoln, the last dem and of Mr. Douglas 
was to know where his organization was, 
and iliat positively chased me out of the 
room lest I m ight have inadvertently got 
tile organization as Sam W eller had failed 
to get the alibi. Lincoln, whom I saw not 
long after the above interview, differed 
from Douglas chiefly in being tem perate. 
W hen he got off the train at Trenton. N. J., 
where I first saw him, be bore all the 
m arks of a m an who hail studied his jour­ 
ney w ith reference to its influence upon 
public opinion and his own self-respect and 
judgm ent. 
Probably Mr. Douglas was the 
more natural leader of the two men, but 
Douglas had to give way to his constituents 
and 
surroundings, and 
perhaps with a 
ature than Liecom. and w ith some 
real t W 
’tions, he had substituted for the 
bes* tEvMWRinech of the lawvei and civil 


leader the more or loss injured and decayed 
stom ach of him who sitsiains nature w ith 
artificial stim ulants. 
T hrough 
all 
the 
years of 
I.inroln’a rt'p»ld«uc}', 
nobody ventured to affirm th at lie was ever I 
under the Influence of liquor. Mr. Douglas 
was dead and buried w ithin about six or 
seven m onths of the tim e I had a glim pse 
of Him. 
Ile was surrounded w ith more 
agreeable dom estic condit’ons than U n- j 
coin. had m arried for his second wife an 
unusually beautiful woman, but his habits 
hail made enough havoc in his nature to | 
shorten his days without im pairing Ii is dg-- 
n itv. The general public never knew but 
that lie broke down from overwork and i 
m ental disappointm ent. I once asked Mr. I 
Usher, one of Lincoln’s secretaries, if E n -I 
coin ever took a drink. 
He said: “Yes,nj 
Lincoln would take a drink very rarely in j 
order to show you that it had no influence I 
upon him. Ho hail no love for liquor, but 
if a friend w anted him to take a drink lie I 
m ight ou sam e particular occasion uldigo | 
him. Ile never included stim ulants, how- I 
ever, in the regim en or routine of his life.” I 
We all rem em ber, iii antagonism to this, j 
th a t the m an who killed Lincoln by vip-I 
Icnicw.tX drinking u p to th e lust m om ent I 
before lie com m itted the m urder, and that j 
after he had ridden out lit miles from I 
W ashington, w ith this blood 
opt n his I 
hands, too country innkeeper who received ' 
him testified that he am i'there drunk. I 
have also noticed that coemption around 
the governm ent is closely associated w ilh 
conviviality. 
A very notable 
o •casion, 
within our own tim es of corruption, by a 
senator and an executive officer, was at­ 
tended by the lax morals of both of them 
I hose persons whom they may bi' supposed 
lo have corrupted w* re also I m ug’at within 
their influence. un..i r the oxer* so of pota­ 
tions. W hile the trials W 're ji":. 
cin.r I

Ho was an obscure m an and hardly ever 
opened his ne .it,: to speak ut on til- great 
topic which filled his mind, hut you eon Id

his eyes protruding from his head, and he 
was pi ti n v ev< ii with tho world, as far as 
his trouble in it allowed him . by taking in 
the lush. Ilks ii m ('bite, w ho nev er seemed 
to have much in common with him, exci pf 
for their m utual defence, would c<> on 
sprees and come out of them and i e washed 
up and rinsed off and you could som etim es 
sci* him under Sound conditions, but then 
again he would subside and would soak 
him self in decoctions, and thoro was m ani­ 
festly a great deal of worry on thoold m an's 
mind. 
rile most intense am bition in tho Ameri­ 
can mind is to tie Rn sidt ut of tim U nited 
States. Nearly cvoiy man who loin roached 
the office lias been wistful towards it, if i e 
has not engineered his way in that direc­ 
tion. Out of tho whole list of presidents 
not more than two or three were drinking 
m en. These persons labored hard to l o 
tem perate, but in m c case a high nervous 
organization 
expedited 
tho indulgence 
from tim e to tim e, and in tho other origi­ 
nally common habits overwhelm ed old age, 
wit ii tho natural result of intem perance. 
The fact th at most of the presidents have 
kept free from Honor except while cating 
their 
meals, ought to snow am bitious 
politicians th at there is no rew ard of tho 
kind they are socking associated with a 
flowing howl. The same is the ca « in Wall 
street, where nearly all successful m en are 
prudent in appetite. Here and there sumo 
m an who lives out about half his days ae 
complish es som ething of a fortune and 
keeps up his head. But the rule is the 
other w ay: m en 
lik e, Russel Sage, Jay 
Gould and Cyrus Field 
B o Idol B r i n k D u r i n g Itnsiness. 
Gould is Hie very opposite to w hat m ight 
he expected of a convivial m an. One would 
think th at he m ight derive some advantage 
from a good glass of wine now aud then. In 
this country th e clim ate operates against 
tho indulgence of appetites. Englishm en 
who come 
over 
bore w ith their con­ 
vivial 
habits thoroughly 
formed, noon 
find th a t 
they 
cannot indulge 
them ­ 
selves 
iis 
in 
the 
old 
world. 
I 
was 
talking

some 
years ago w ith Sm ith Ely, once m ayor of 
New York city, who had a business house 
in the “Swam p,” where leather is tho great 
staple. 
He said am ong his com petitors 
were men of every nation, aud that the for­ 
eigners all had to adm it that they could 
not drink in America as in Europe. 
It 
seems to be a fact also th at in the United 
States there is not th at steady encourage­ 
m ent of the brew ing and distilling interests 
w hich 
in 
E ngland 
havo 
b u ilt 
up 
enormous m anufactures. 
Tho tim e was 
when Philadelphia, 
Albany 
and other 
places niaileenorm ousquantitiesof new ale. 
As tim e proceeds the great breweries get 
into disorder and their promoters are out 
looking after their investm ents of quite a 
different character. The distilling interests 
of tile United States havo not tho uniform 
success wiilcn m ight be expected from the 
developm ent of one brand of liquor through 
years. The distilling interest here moves 
about from fam ily to fam ily, and there is 
hardly a house in th e United States which 
has been known for three generations in the 
brewing or disti'ling interests to compare 
w ith sim ilar interests in tin* old world. 
D uring tho civil war I noticed th a t alm ost 
uniform ly 
T h e O ciicr a Is In the Field 
who cultivated either tho w hiskey bottle or 
the cham pagne bottle cam e to grief 
I can 
recall at least one presidential candidate, 
indeed two, who partook of quite different 
liquors; one loved whiskey and the other 
iced cham pagne. Both of them had ap­ 
parently greater opportunities beforo tho 
people, but they failed of success. In the 
handling of a political cam paign lies m uch 
of the Intensity and closeness of detail re­ 
quired in a m ilitary cam paign. Any dis­ 
turbing quantity, like wine or whiskey, de­ 
stroys tho continuity of the tem per and 
causes m istakes which are apparently of 
slight consequence, but in the result m ay be 
nortentious. We all rem em ber th a t Mr. 
Lincoln, w hen approached w ith a trouble­ 
some question, would wriggle out w ithal! 
anecdote, a tiling th at could not be done by 
a m an under the influence of liquor. W hen 
Lincoln was attem pting to am ount to some­ 
thing in Illinois, his contem porary, Richard 
Yates, who belonged to the sam e political 
party, was elected governor of the State, a 
place th a t Lincoln m ight have liked for 
himself. Lincoln said of Y ates th a t “ho 
was a great vote gitter.” In the course 
of tim e Y'ates cam e to Hie U nited States 
Senate soon after Lincoln passed away. 
He was a m an who would tak e any 
chances to m ake a friend, would w rite a 
letter ton stranger coachee! in tho m ost ex­ 
travagant term s of love and affection, and 
yet if you would go to see him as I did, after 
receiving such a letter, you would see a 
poor broken m an, whose dom estic life had 
been 
cast 
to 
the 
winds,

probably,

hearted as Lincoln, but th a t insane root,

Among the m en of the present dayw lio 
are 
Aspirants for the P resid en cy 
some do not drink because they are afraid 
that a little indulgence would carry them 
off their feet, and others drink w ith perfect 
im punity because they feel strong in well- 
regulated natures. John Sherm an, for in­ 
stance, will take Ids glass of xvkiskey if a 
friend proffers it, Blaine will not drink 
even a glass of cham pagne, though his 
father before him devoured a vory nice for­ 
tune in hospitable living. Mr. Crinkling lias 
a weak stomach, partly Inherited and partly 
the result of excessive am bition andgalla- 
vanting in his youthful days. He therefore 
during his public life in W ashington never 
smoked a cigar except by putting it in his 
mouth unlighted, ami Ilia drink was gener­ 
ally weak tea. It is said that Crinkling has 
of late turned his affection toward the 
Apolilnaris w ater, of which com pany ho is 
the attorney. 
Liquor 
has had its victim s in other 
countries than this. 
W illiam Bitt, who 
conquered Napoleon, was destroyed in his 
early youth by the enormous potations of 
strong ale he drank, and such a failure as he 
made financially would be noted in the 
United States as tho greatest scandal of I tho 
age. Says H arriet M artineau .-“He sank when 
the calam ity of A ustria became known to 
him and w ent to Bath in December. The 
w ater produced a fit of gout, w hich was 
succeeded by a debility o f digestion. Put­ 
ting his hand on his stom ach ne said to the 
bishop of Lincoln, ‘I feel som ething here 
that rem inds me I shall never recover.’ 
A neighbor having sent a message to in­ 
quire after Mr. P itt’s state found the 
wicket open a t Putney, aud, nobody answer­ 
ing the bell, he walked through the rooms 
till he reached the bed on w hich the m in­ 
ister’s body lay lifeless, 
T h e dole T e n a n t of the M ansion 
of which the doors a few hours before were 
darkened by crowds of stators. The House 
of Commons unanim ously voted £200,000 
"for the paym ent of Mr. P itt’s debts.” 
W'hen they camo to pay P itt’s debts, how­ 
ever, they found th a t they were enormous. 
Mr. P itt's great opponent, Fox, appears to 
havo been nearly as reckless as him self. 
There is no limit, to the am ount of suc­ 
cess an intem perate appetite can consume. 
In spite of the w orlds experience on this 
head, a very large proportion of all the in­ 
teresting men in tho land are hastening on 
by tho same channel to the sam e general 
tomb. W hoever bas lived long in the city 
of W ashington can count.notupon his hands 
only, but upon his toes also. Hie num ber of 
bright souls which, for a tim e, seemed to 
dom inate everything, and then at last 
passed into indigence or contem pt or un­ 
popularity through believing that the m ind 
gets more fortitude through stim ulation 
than through reflection. 
Yet. after ail, what is to stay man from 
the ravages of old age? 
Temperance will 


not avail entirely to do tiffs. The most sus­ 
tained public lite we arc aw are of is th at of 
Minion Cameron, and for years lie drank 
Champagne as regularly as other men drink 
water, and he may still do so for ought i 
know. 
His principal predecessor. Jam es 
Buchanan, whose scat in tho Senate ho 
finally obtained, put away in his cellar the 
best barrels of whiskey bo could have dis­ 
tilled through the valley of Pennsylvania 
and let them ripen there until he was ready 
lo consume 
them gradually. 
The host 
vintages of tin Rhine go to tho vaults of 
the old kings anil emperors, like W illiam. 
who has reached his ninetieth year and still 
keeps his crown upon his head. But 
W ine D rin k in g at O n e’s Mont* 
is quite a different tiling from drinking be­ 
tween meals all kinds of hard liquors.

2. Would you hold a national convention 
for tho purpose of thoroughly organizing 
your party? lf so. before or after tho elec­ 
tions this year?

4. How can the main wings of tho new 
m ovem ent— city 
workers and

farmers- be consolidated for harmonious 
co-operation?

(•’.l iefly, 69 labor men replied for th em ­ 
selves or for organized labor in their vicin­ 
ity, th a t they were in favor of independent 
political action at this fall's elections. There 
were four negative replies, live were non­ 
com m ittal aud four replies were from 
States in which there are to bo no elections 
this fall. 
Tho question as to holding a national con- 
vclition this year for the purposes of organ­ 
ization, brought out 24 replies in favor of 
holding such a convention before tim elec­ 
tions aud 23 in favor of holding it after the 
elections. Three replies wore in favor of 
not holding the convention until the States 
wore organized, aud nine union labor men 
replied th at a national convention was held 
iii Cincinnati on Februry 22. 
Sixty-six replies were in favor—most of 
them em phatically—of nom inating a labor 
candidate for the presidency in 1888, throe 
were opposed to such a nom ination, and 
four were non-committal. 
The different ways of telling how the 
farm ers anti city workers m ay db brought 
together for harm onious action are in te r­

The w inter of 1864 was a season of a 
(fetts?iitng labor from early daw n until late 
at night. Returninw to my room after a 
busy day's w ork I had th e privilege of (jot­ 
ting my supper or going w ithout, and the 
jo in s w ithout was often preferable. I was 
boarding m yself a t this tim e. The long list 
of “w ants.” noted down during the day for 
individual eases in th e different hospitals 
visited, m ust be exam ined and the articles 
prepared for distribution. Theij the m ail 
w hich night w as sure to bring m ust be 
looked over, and m any of those letters de­ 
m anded not only a prom pt roply, b ut often 
brought additional work. Here is one from 
a father, containing inquiries about his son, 
who, th e last fame he heard from him, was 
stationed in one of the forts on the south 
side of th e Potomac, but for several weeks 
he hail lost all trace of him ,and requests me 
to try and find him and deliver the enclosed 
letter, My visit, to the fort a few days after 
was unsuccessful; the boy had been sent to 
his reg im en t The letter was returned to 
th e tallier w ith w hat inform ation could be 
gathered. Here Is another from an anxious 
wife, earnestly requesting me to go and see 
her husband, who is sick in one of the hos­ 
pitals 
in 
W ashington, but 
forgets to 
nam e 
th e 
hospital.

front, 
who 
wishes ne to store a box and valise until he 
shall CAU for them , designating the place 
wivern they m ight be found. I succeeded in 
finding them , about four m iles from W ash­ 
ington on the A lexandria road at a sm all 
wood-colored house, w ith high rickety steps, 
w hose occupants evidently belonged to th at 
class known as “poor w hite trash ,” but they 
w ere very kind. having carefully stored the 
goods from the tim e the soldier was sent 
from dism ounted caum to his regim ent sev­ 
eral m onths before, and were readily deliv­ 
ered up as soon as they found I was author­ 
ized to get them . 
One day as I was returning from Alexan­ 
dria. I m et on the boat a lady whom a few 
hours before I had seen in a hospital 
anxiously inquiring for her son. She was 
sitting alone in one corner of the cabin. 
rocking to and fro, w ringing her hands and 
sobbing aloud., apparently oblivious to all 
around lier. I at once divined the cause of 
hersorrow . which herow n words confirmed, 
She was too late, they were just closing his 
coffin when she found him . It seemed as 
though her poor agonized heart m ust break. 
He was lier only son. hts term of enlistm ent 
had nearly expired, and she was joyfully 
anticipating his 
dreadful turn 
return home when the 
_ 
ngs reached her th at he was 
m ortally wounded. The first train th at left 
after she received this sad message was 
bearing her away from her E astern home to 
th e ctiuin-sidC o f lier dead. The hope of re­ 
ceiving from his own lins his last words had 
buoyed her up during her sad journey, but 
this last hope being takt n from her she was 
overwhelm ed with grief. 
The 14th of January I went to the arm y 
w ith supplies for our sick in field hospitals. 
Arriving at Brandy Station, some 70 milos 
from Vi ashington, I was sent out in th e 
m ud with my goods. After having them 
rem oved to a little rise of ground where tho 
mud was not quite so deep, I climbed its 
slipper}' side and took my post as guard 
over them . Cold gray clouds were hanging 
overhead an d a chilly wind w histling am ong 
tho ten to. I now experienced the great 
difficulty

It was getting late, 
and no possible chance, as I could see, to 
obtain accom m odations over night. As yet 
I had no conveyance, and no prospect of 
getting one before the next day.

I re­ 
solved. however, to m ake one more effort to 
get some sort of conveyance, and again in ­ 
quired if there was not a Second Corps am ­ 
bulance at tho station. 
I had asked the 
sam e question several tim es before, aiql 
every tim e received a negative reply—a 
positive no. B ut not knowing w hat else to 
do I kept repeating my question ; and this

In 
r m om ent lie disappears behind boxes of 
“hard-taok, bales of hay and sacks of 
grain, while I rem ain in statu quo, being for 
ono«* the central object of attraction, n ils 
soldier was soon the bearer of good news. 
The only am bulance rem aining would leave 
in a few m inutes. 
.Presently the driver 
m akes his appearance, loads part of my 
goods into th e am bulance (the balance I 
store w ith the provost m arshal', aud we are 
soon on our way. Those four m iles through 
deep mud, over corduroy roads and across 
bridgeless stream s are at length m ade in 
safety, and 
the 
driver returns to his 
q u a rte rs -the Eighty-first 
Pennsylvania. 
w hich is brigaded w ith the Twenty-Sixth 
M ichigan—rich in the possession of a few 
pounds of sweet, yellow -b u tter. 
T hat 
tedious w aiting in wind and m ud is socn for­ 
gotten, for fam iliar faces aud cordial greet­ 
ings are m et on every hand. I could hardly 
realize th at this was the sam e regim ent th at 
nine m onths before we bade adieu as it left 
the short* of A lexandria for the seat of war 
To some of th eir num ber, alas! it proved a 
long fan-well, for they were left sleeping 
on the banks of the J runes. 
As I passed through the hospital, stopping 
a few m om ents at Inc bedside of each pa­ 
ttern, and telling them I had come w ith sani­ 
tary stores, w hich had been sent by friends 
ai home expressly for them , their counte­ 
nances would brighten, w hile some declared 
that they felt a hundred per cent. better for 
knowing they were thus kindly rem em ­ 
bered. Leaving 
those 
poor, sick 
boys 
cheered 
w ith 
the 
thought 
th at they 
should 
soon 
be 
i lade 
more 
com­ 
fortable, I 
was 
given 
carte 
blanche 
possession of a little cabin, cleanly swept 
and a bright fire blazing on the hearth. A 
narrow cot, .similar to those in the hospital, 
stood in one corner of tho room, a rude 
table in another and a cam p-chair in the 
third. These, with a couple of shelves on 
one side of the cabin, containing sundry 
culinary articles, together with the accou­ 
trem ents of war, constituted the ow ner’s 
household goods. The next morning, my 
goods having arrived. I furnished the hos­ 
pital beds w ith sheets and pillows, the sick 
w ith 
clean 
handkerchiefs 
and a few 
clressing-gowns. also dried fruit, jellies. 
wine, butter, etc., besides reading m at­ 
ter. 
Nevef, I am sura, was 
anything 
rooervod w ith more gratitude than were 
those few supplies which it was my privi­ 
lege to distribute. I next visited General 
Ouster's cavalry brigade hospital at tile lib 
tie broken, dilapidated town of btevenie 
burg, where fences were unknown and 
tallow faces gaye evidence of the “dip,” 
where chim neys were leaning from a per­ 
pendicular as if contem plating a change of 
base, and w here windows could boast of 
more rags th an panes of glass. Here I dis­ 
posed of tho rest of m y goods, aud left 
the sick w ith a promise to come again 
soon w ith a larger 
supply 
of 
stores. 
A rriving 
at 
tho 
station I found the 
train had left aud—I was left. Not know ­ 
ing w hat to do or where to go, I applied to 
the provost m arshal, who jaunted out to 
m e an old building, the headquarter-* of 
two sanitary agents—Mrs. Maybell of Maine, 
and Mrs. Painter of New Je rsey. I was 
soon the welcome guest of these excellent 
women. Early next moisting I assisted in 
feeding a train of sick w ho were on their 
way from Cnljtepper to W ashington. Those 
,iuv' , 
women held them selves in readiness to 
start w ith crackers, hot tea and coffee as 
soon as a train of sick or wounded arrived. 
At IO o'clock, in company w ith Mrs. May­ 
hem I left for W ashington. 
D uring my stay at the front I accented 
ope day an Invitation to take a ride along 
our picket line. A fter passing our infantry 
pickets we descend the bank and ride for 
some distance along the fiat, only a few 
rods from the iinpiduri. At cur r.ght, across 
the river, an tile Confederate pickets: at 
our left our ©wn. These are the outposts of 
the two arm ies, each mounted and vigilant­ 
ly w atching tho movem ents of the other. 
About noon we called at a sm all wood-col­ 
ored house to rest. In tills small building 
the women and children representing three 
different fam ilies were living. One of the 
women was a widow, the husbands of the 
other two were in the Confederate army. 
Dinner being ready we gladly accepted an 
Invitation to share th eir frugal meal. which 
consisted of pork and bearm, corn-dodgi-rs 
and rice. A per dinner we rode ov< r to 
Germania ford and called on a Mrs. Moor, 
who. with her two little children., win 
living alone. Her husband had been in the 
Confederate arm y, but was at th a t tim e 


days. The children, asham ed of their rags. 
ran and hid them selves behind the house, 
And could not be induced to come In, 
though the m otlier urged the little girl 
to come in and play for us on the piano. 
The m other played and sang for us. She 
seemed 
greatly 
pleased 
that 
we had 
called. She urged mo to stay until tho 
next day, and tried to exact a promise th at 
I would be sure and conic again. 
Oh, 
she said, “I ain so lonely. 
I have not 
seen a lady before in m onths.’ 
She was 
hem m ed in between the two picket lilies. 
and could m ake ber escape in neither 
direction. 
She subsisted, she told me, 
wholly upon the Union arm y. Quite an ex­ 
citing scene occurred out1 afternoon. All was 
usually quiet. No apprehension of im m e­ 
diate danger nor sign of a move, when sud­ 
denly all were startled by an order to be 
ready to move at a m om ent’s notice, as it 
was reported the rebels had crossed the 
Rapidan. driven in, our pickets, and were 
already engaged w ith the cavalry, 
Ires- 
ontlv the order to advanc< isreceived. Then 
comes Hie hastv preparations; well-filled 
cartridge boxes are buckled on, muskets 
shouldered and the order to fall iii quietly 
obeyed. Very soon the troops ore drawn up 
in line of battle on the ridge of a high hill 
less than a m ile from camp. Batteries are 
placed in jx>sition. and everything in readi­ 
ness to m eet the enemy. Tilings really 
looked like a fig h t; but befora sundown all 
wore quietly wiflidraivn and returned, to 
their old quarters w ithout even getting 
sight of a rebel. 
* 
Toward the middle of April all non-com­ 
batants were ordered to leave the army. 
General Grant had arrived and taken com­ 
mand in person, and the work of reorganiz­ 
ing commenced. Tho sick w ere being re­ 
moved us fast as possible, ami everything 
indicated a speedy move. I remained, how­ 
ever, until I bad disposed of my new supply 
of goods and witnessed the review of the 
Second Corps tty General Grant. It was 
a grand sight. It was estim ated th a t there 
WW re 50,000 troops on review. Then there 
were the almost endless lines of ambulances 
and arm y wagons, nil having Peen repaired 
and newly painted: everything was 
in 
readiness for the opening campaign. The 
m orning of tho 23<1 I bade goodl y to the 
few sick left in hospital and returned to 
W ashington._________________

Courageous Struggle of a S tranger to 
R e a c h 'the Golden S ta te - A Tram p 


Across the Desert.

Some of the efforts made by n Aweomcrs 
from the East to get a foothold in Califor­ 
nia are humorous, while others are so heroic 
as to gain adm iration w herever known. 
W hile the flood of im m igration pouring 
into the Golden State attracts the attention 
of the old settlers in the aggregate, few 
have the opportunity of noting the struggle 
of individuals, and thus the public does not 
appreciate th eir heroic efforts. 
Last evening a reporter of tho Exam iner 
was walking along the wharves, when his 
attention was called to a badly dilapidated 
specimen of hum anity, whose clothes w ere 
those of a tram p in exceeding bad luck. 
but whoso face beamed w ith intelligence. 
The combination was impressive in the 
extrem e, and iii tin- conversation which 
ensuod fate, i>articulars of this article were 
gleaned. 
. 
,, , 
Jam es Gleason, aged 22 years, resided 
with his parents on a farm near Ellington, 
Chautauqua county, N. Y„. but becoming 
tired of the monotony of his life, decided 
to come West. For this purpose ho was 
given money by his father, und after a 
tedious trip ne landed in Tucson, Ari., hav­ 
ing 825 of his money rem aining. He had 
never learned a trade, and found it very 
difficult to get em ploym ent iii the Territory. 
His 
struggles lasted 
for some 
three 
m onths in th at city, tho young man earning 
an occasional dollar at odd work, but m ean­ 
w hile his scanty funds had been sinking, 
and he could see nothing but eventual 
starvation by rem aining, while there was 
hope for him, he thought, on this side of tho 
Colorado desert. 
, 
He had 89 of his money rem aining, bitt 
between Tucson and Los Angeles was a wide 
stretch of Coo miles, mostly desert, and with 
the exception of section hands along the 
railroad, perfectly innocent of population. 
Bv Having 83 to the brakem en he m an­ 
aged to ride upon freight trains as far as 
'Iexas Hill, 62 miles east of Yuma, where 
he was discovered by the conductor and 
forced from tho train. 
There hip luck deserted him . Abandoned 
in the desert, almost w ithout money, wholly 
inexperienced in the knowledge of heating 
trains, aud without tho disposition to do so, 
there was nothing to do hut walk the re­ 
m aining 830 m iles through to tile City of 
the Angels. 
Taking a couple of wine bottles from tho 
side of tile railroad he lilied them w ith w a­ 
ter, tied them together, hung them over his 
shoulder and started on his long tram p for 
civilization. At the end of his second day 
lie landed in Yuma, already footsore and 
weary. 
Hero another effort was m ade to find 
work, but w ithout success. After two days’ 
rest he started once more, and now upon a 
more barren desert than he had dream ed 
existed in the world. It teas a terrible un­ 
dertaking. but behind was starvation, ahead 
was life and possible success. 
He could not w alk in the daytim e, so in­ 
tense was the heat. He trudged on his 
way all night long, night after night, aud 
as his feet grew sure and his bones weary, 
he staggered like a drunken man. 
W hen day came, w ith its blistering sun­ 
shine. he would seek the welcome shade of 
a handcar house, wrap his shoos in his coat 
for a pillow, and between the biting of the 
huge flies which infest th a t country, get 
w hat rest wa# possible. 
It was desert everywhere. The white sand 
drifted In huge piles like snow, and overt be­ 
hinds swept tile hot winds, blistering aud 
scorching all it touched, and in the shade 
th© therm om eter registered from 110J to 
127°. 
At lust there cam e a day when life and 
death hung evenly in the balance. 
Young Gleason had started for a walk 
from one section-house to another rather 
late for such a trip in such a clim ate. 
This 
distance was eight miles. 
It was alm ost IO o’clock when he neared 
the station, and seeing the building so close, 
he raised tim bottle to his lips urn! m oist­ 
ened them w ith his last drop of wator- 
There was plenty more to be had in only a 
few m om ents w alk ! 
But horror! As he drew near he saw too 
plainly evidences of desertion. 
He gazed into the cistern, but no w ater 
was tbere. 
It was a life and death struggle. E ight 
m iles more to w alk w ith the very heat of a 
burning furnace pouring down upon his 
head. 
He started on, but every step forward cost 
a struggle. His lips broke open and the 
blood oozed out. Ins tongue was so swollen 
he could hardly breathe. 
For a m om ent he sat down on the ties, but 
he realized that a stupor was coming oil 
him. 
Life I It was a precious word, and he arose 
to his feet and pressed on. About noon, 
reeling about, alm ost crazy, lie came to the 
section-house, and drank 
deeply of the 
abundant water. 
Until now he had had little trouble in 
buying food at the section houses. But here 
they at first refused to sell. Ile had 82 left. 
Finally he gave one of these for w hat he 
could eat, and it was considerable. 
The next two days he lived in com para­ 
tive luxurv on his rem aining dollar, having 
a good m eal each day. 
The third day, however, being too inde­ 
pendent to beg, and 'laving no money with 
which to buy, he ate nothing. A lter his 
day’s fast his scruples were som ewhat dead­ 
ened, and on asking for ald he was given 
tho only thing at hand—a can of tomatoes. 
Tlie next nay, which was the eleventh 
since being forced from the cars at Texas 
Hill, wa# Sunday, and coming to a dairy 
ranch he applied to the only person on the 
place—a w orkingm an— for som ething to eat.

The President’s life is really in m any re­ 
spects very m uch like th a t of any active 
business man having large and im portant 
intcre.-ts com m itted to him. 
There is r 
difference, however, in the fact th at Mr. 
Cleveland does an am ount of w ork m uch in 
excess of th at perform ed bv the average 
first-class business m an. 
The President’s 
whole indoor life is under one roof. 
Ho 
transacts all tho affairs of this great nation 
whicli come nuder his jurisdiction, sepa­ 
rated only by ti few- feet from the apart­ 
ment# where he eats, sleeps, or is supposed 
to enjoy his rest. 
The busy m an who has 
un immense m anufacturing establishm ent, 
a great railroad, a bank, or any other large 
interests iii his hands, no m atter how en­ 
grossed ho may he or how- m uch tim e lie 
devotes, finds at last the hour when the 
door of the counting-room or the office is 
closed upon him . and he can go hom e: home 
not unfrequently miles away, where business 
and business cares eau be shut out. and the 
tired brain can solace itself in the lighter 
and attractive joys which < luster around 
the home which is free from invasion. Not 
so w ith tile President 
lie is never free 
from interruption until his head is on his 
pillow, tho lights are out and tho doors 
barred. 
President Cleveland has from his earliest 
manhood been methodical, and his habits 
enable hint to gut through an am ount of 
business that is alm ost incredible. He took 
to Albany tho business ideas which m arked 
his adm inistration of the office of mayor of 
Buffalo, and he brought those same ideas 
from Albany to W ashington. He will ad­ 
dress him self to m atters which were never 
considered by any of his predecessors, of 
this generation at least, arui he gives of his 
valuable tim e to public audiences which 
afford an opportunity to tile masses of the 
people to come into contact w ith the chief 
executive never heretofore enjoyed 
by 
them . It is his system atic arrangem ent of 
tim e und labor winch enables him to do 
this. He is an early riser. At 8.30 o’clock 
in the w hiter, und often before that in the 
summer, he is sitting at his breakfast .table. 
He spends no more tim e at the table than 
is necessary for a proper digestion of his 
food, and ti o’clock always finds bim in his 
office. From 0 to IO o’clock ho is rather 
rigorous concerning the exclusion of visit­ 
ors, for this is the only hour in the day when 
he can have an uninterrupted interview 
w ith his able and accom plished private 
secretary. Colonel Lamont. The President 
spends this hour going over his personal 
letters abd such other m atters as the m orn­ 
ing mails have brought which are deem ed 
of sufficient im portance to require his per­ 
sonal attention and direction. He is very 
fortunate in having a secretary of such rare 
judgm ent and discrim ination as Colonel 
Lam ont, for this sensibly lessens his labors. 
Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays, from 
IO o’clock until I, and from IO until noon 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays, he receives all 
persons who have or who think they have 
business to present. In the order of recep­ 
tion precedence is given to cabinet m em ­ 
bers, heads of bureaus and m em bers of 
Congress. In the 
this 
see 
rang* 
not impossible to do so except through the 
intervention of a m em ber of Congress. 
Then. until the advent of warm weather, 
Mr. Cleveland holds three afternoon public 
receptions a week. lasting from 1.80 to 2 p. 
nu, which are mostly availed of by tourists 
und strangers. In all this be shows ho rec­ 
ognizes him self as President of the people. 
Mondays are usually reserved by the Pres­ 
ident for cabinet officers, ana it is seldom 
that ho receives any o th er-callers on these 
days. 
The cabinet members have also the 
privilege of calling upon the President at 
any other time, and are always received. 
Tuesdays and Thursdays at noon the regu­ 
lar m eetings of the cabinet are held. These 
meetings are generally prolonged until 
about Ii o’clock. 
The deliberations on 
these occasions arc not of tile precise, for­ 
mal character generally apprehended, but 
partake rather of the easy conversational 
style. There is nothing like a set speech, 
mid it is not the custom to take votes on 
any question. The President sits. of course, 
at the head of the table. Ile opens the pro­ 
ceedings by presenting such m atters as he 
is desirous of obtaining an expression of 
opinion upon. After everything presented 
by the President has been discussed, tho 
secretary of state follows with his budget, 
and the other cabinet officers follow in the 
order of precedence, tho attorney general 
coming last, us the departm ent of justice 
was the last to be created. 
At 2 o’clock every afternoon, or as near 
thereafter as he is disengaged, the President 
takes a light lunch. From the lunch table 
he goes back to his office and rem ains until 
6 o’clock, working literally with his sleeves 
rolled up, disposing of the m atters which 
have accum ulated during the m orning 
hours. During these hours no visitors w hat­ 
ever are received unless they nave a pre­ 
vious special appointm ent, cabinet officers, 
as above mentioned, being an exception. At 
f> o’clock the President, accompanied by 
Mrs. Cleveland, takes a drive, usually going 
out to Oak View, sometimes returning in 
tim e for 7 o’clock dinner at the W hite 
House. The evenings are almost invariably 
spent by tho President at his desk. Ho 
never retires before m idnight and more 
often than otherwise the h o u r is later. 
There is scarcely a day so dull that tho 
callers on the President do not run Into the 
hundreds, although 'tis impossible for him 
always to see those who call. Quite often it Is 
Complained of by m em bers of Congress and 
others th a t they have no opportunity to sit 
down and have a talk with the Prosiuent 
alone.’ It is a rare occasion in the private 
audience room when there are not half a 
dozen or more sitting or standing around 
waiting for their turn. It Is am using to see 
the anxiety of those fellows who are talk ­ 
ing to the President for fear what they say 
may he overheard. The President Las the 
faculty of speaking in a perfectly distinct 
tone, and yet. if he wishes it, lie can dron 
Ids voice so low as to be altogether inaudi­ 
ble except to the one he Is addressing. It 
is rather an exceptional day when poor 
more requests are not m ade for "just fifteen 
m inutes private talk w ith the President 
this afternoon. Many of these requests conte 
front persons who have no busincif# of im ­ 
portance, but merely desire the satisfactipfi 
of being able to say that they have h ad a 
nice long talk with tho President. The 
“just-called-to-pay-respecto" fiend is am u ck 
dreaded visitor at the W hite House. He is 
always on hand and is extrem ely hard to b 
put off. Recently, when one of these bac 
sent ids card in for the tenth tim e, and pen- 
rilled on it in addition th at he did not want 
an office, the President rem arked: "I would 
m uch sooner see tins m an if he did w ant an 
office, for then lie would have som ething to 
talk about.” The late President A rthur, 
when he took Mr. Cleveland by tho hand to 
bid him goodby, said: “Mr. President, one 
of the worst persons you will have to deal 
w ith will be the man who has just come to 
town and must catch the next train. Ho 
will bo with you early and late.” The ex­ 
perience of Mr. Cleveland confirms this re­ 
m ark of hip lam ented predecessor. 
The President takes no regular exercise, 
but walks a great deal about the rpotn. D ur­ 
ing his private and public reception hours 
he always stands, m oving from one visitor to 
another. At ( >ak View he indulges in a 
regular "constitutional,” and nearly every 
tim e he gets out there he gets an h o u rs 
steady walking, tram ping all over the place. 
There never have been any dum bbells, In­ 
dian clubs, private gym nasium or rubber 
about the W hite House since the President 
entered it. All the stories sent from here 
purporting to give descriptions of the Presi­ 
dent’s exercises with these things wepe 
purely imaginary. The President is now in 
excellent health, and Colonel Lam ont says 
he has been ilia fine condition ever since 
he first w ent into the W hite House, w ith 
tho exception of two or throe turns of or­ 
dinary rheum atism . Ho has all his life 
been accustom ed to indoor work, and he 
gets as m uch exercise as he ever did. 
The W hite House m enu is jiretty m uch of 
the same character as will be found 
lh® 
house of the average American citizen in 
com fortable circumstances. For breakfast, 
roll and steak, ham and eggs. fish, chops 
and coffee, preceded by the fruits of the 
season and oatm eal and cream, of which 
both the President and Mrs. Cleveland are 
fond. Luncheon consists of tea, cold m eats, 
bread, butter and berries. D inner will be 


s o u p . fish, w ith the standard m eats and 
vegetables and fruit. No wines are ever 
.served unless guests are at the table. After 
dinner the President may take a cigar, but 
bis smoking is generally confined to a 
single one. H is occupations now leave him 
but little tim e to read books, but bo has 
been an extensive reader of classical poems 
and fiction, and quotes from them freely. 
His ne wspaper reading only covers the tele­ 
graphic ana news colum ns of the m orning 
papers and 
such other articles as are 
brought to his attention by b's secretary. 
He shave*him self every morning, and usa. 


ally wears a black Prince A lbert coat and 
black pantaloons, except in the sum m er, 
when he wears a blue flannel or serge suit, 
w ith sack coat. He wears a 7 Mi hat. 


AN OLD KENTUCKY HOME. 


P icturesque D escription of an Old Hom e­ 
stead, as Com fortable and H om elike 
as it is Inconvenient. 
[July Atlantic.] 
The hom estead was of square, rough­ 
hew n blocks of granite, and had been built 
before tho days of professional architects by 
a form er governor of the State, who w as a 
stone mason in early life and worked hon­ 
estly at his trade until the people callod 
him into another sphere of ai tion. The 
house was at onco thoroughly com fortable 
and extrem ely inconvenient; additions had 
been m ade to the m ain building at different 
tim es, with no idea of general effect. From 
the broad front porch one entered at once a 
large, high room, which was parlor, library 
and sitting-room all In one, and very attrac­ 
tive it was w ith cheerful paper and carpet, 
com fortable rocking chairs and sofas, and 
big ow n fireplace w ith great brass-knobbed 
andirons.

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CHAPTER V.—Co n iin e rd. 
W hen such m en got into trouble Grady 
was never backward, in defraying tho cost 
of their defence, and when they needed 
money for a job. and he upon being con­ 
sulted decided th at it promised well, there

operations. No doubt Mr. Grady studied 
his own advantage iii all this, and calcu­ 
lated on m aking cent, per cent. in tho e n d ;

It was a first-class establishm ent, and in 
order to lull any possible suspicions it was 
operated tor nearly a year before any a t­ 
tem pt was made to get into the bank. The 
m achinery used for this purpose was no 
m ere ordinary kit of burglars’ tools, but a 
steam engine and drill of 10-horse power. 
The necessity for ttiis lay in the fact that 
tim back of tile vault was protected by a 
granite wall three feet thick, through which 
it was indispensable to drive a hole largo 
enough to adm it a m an’s body. 
Saturday, Jun e 27, 1874. was a holiday, 
and as tiiis would give the burglars from 
Friday night till Monday m orning for their 
B olk the enterprise was set for th a t date. 
'Hie engine was placed in the basem ent of 
the E ighth avenue oyster house, and was 
set in m otion soon after closing hours. 
All B as going well and there was every 
prospect th at the job would be finished in 
am ide season, when a most annoying con­ 
tretem ps occurred. A policeman, w ith an 
acute sense of hearing and an inquiring 
m ind, happened to stroll past th e bank, 
and was attracted by a singular hum m ing 
or 
buzzing noise proceeding from the 
bowels 
of 
the 
earth. 
Ile 
paused, 
listened, speculated, and finally located 
the m ystery as Somewhere in the depths of 
the fashionable saloon. W ith a lack of del­ 
icacy which cannot be too strongly repro­ 
bated, this m an knocked at the door of the 
saloon and dem anded adm ittance ; and. 
failing to obtain it, ho h ad the bad taste to 
raise such a commotion th at the operators 
of the engine felt it due to their self-respect 
to leave tile building by way of a door in 
tile rear. All got away but two, who were 
overtaken and persuaded to accompany the 
officers to the station. It is said th at the 
bank never m ade any offer to reim burse 
Mr. Grady for the outlay which had thu* 
been rendered abortive, and which is be­ 
lieved to have am ounted to between forty 
and fifty thousand dollars. Bank directors, 
like other corporations, have no souls. 
In spite of losses and vicissitudes, how­ 
ever, John I). Grady grew to b o a w ealthy 
m an and a power in his own circle. The 
most em inent operators in the profession 
wore his henchm en and supporters; they 
made him the confidant of the m ost sacred 
m editations of their hearts, deferred to him , 
borrowed of him and swore by him . He 
kuew all other m en’s counsels, but no other 
m an kueu- his; his bus the agency whereby 
all undertakings Brere rendered possible, 
but it was as invisible as it was effective. 
It 
is estim ated 
th at he 
m ight, had 
he t*eeu so minded, have filled an en­ 
tire wing of the public establishm ent at 
Sing Sing w ith involuntary occupants. 
It is interesting to note, by the way, that, 
by a quaint coincidence, Big Jim (who B as 
no other than the Jim Brady who played 
the subordinate part in the little dram a re­ 
cently alluded to) again cam e into collision 
w ith bis old opponent, and came near being 
betrayed into a serious breach of good m an­ 
ners.

A Novel S u it W h ic h is N ow f e n d in g 
In a N ew Y o rk C o u rt. 
[Pittsburg Chronicle.] 
"Telegraphers,” said an old operator to­ 
day, “are not infallible b y any m eans.” 
The rem ark was m ade in regard to a sin­ 
gular suit which is now pendiug in the Su­ 
premo Circuit Court of Queens county, New 
Y’ork. This suit, it is said, involves a pecu­ 
liar question of law, which has neven been 
made an issue before. Joseph E. Lavio- 
lette, a New York business man. residing in 
Astoria, is the plaintiff, and the W estern 
Union Telegraph Company the defendant. 
Damages are asked for shock to the sys­ 
tem and loss of tim e and expense causedhy 
tire delivery by tho defendant’s agent to 
the plaintiff of an untrue message. Mr. 
Laviolette’s son Lewis was away at board­ 
ing school at Syracuse, N. Y., in the sum ­ 
mer of 1885, and tho father started for

Mr. L av alette, supposing th at bisson had 
been killed in an accident, proceeded to 
Syracuse, w here he railed to obtain any 
nows of the boy, except th at he had left for 
home the day before.

Are the clubs of New 
York content to live, at vast expense, in a 
house lik e that, w hich w ill, ten years from 
now , be tho very centre of trade, w ith a 
hurly burly of trucks and carts and wagons? 
lf not, m ust it not inevitably degenerate

As a m atter of fact, the Astors have th em ­ 
selves joined the procession. 
A lw ays tradesm en, they have the quick 
instincts of traffickers. The senior John 
Jacob Astor w ith his pack on hi9 back never 
pedled furs w ith keener sagacity than the 
Astors w hich succeeded him , and those 
w hich bear the nam e today trade in real es­ 
tate and traffic in bonds and shares. 
But th at isn ’t the kind of m an m y Boston 
friend is. That isn’t the kind of m an which 
he is an illustration of. T hese are the ordi­ 
nary m en w ho swim w ith the tide, whoso 
prosperity is part of the general ongoing of 
the country, w'ho m ake m oney by saving it, 
w ho never turn to the right nor to the left 
for fear of hurting a neighbor, w ho cer­ 
tainly never turned 
to

a friend, nor have they been found connect­ 
ed w ith the Inception of great enterprises. 
They are not th e m en w ho build steam ­ 
ships, w ho Iky out railroads, w ho string vast 
m etal connection betw een th e hem ispheres, 
w ho I afft the globe w ith electric currents. 
or m ake hideous our streets w ith useful, 
hut by no m eans beautiful, elevated struc­ 
tures. 
They are tile ones w'ho, like Brud- 
dei»Rabbit of the South, lay low and hide 
their tim e. Into their laps fall the plumbs 
.shaken from trees of enterprise by dashing, 
audacious advance men. 
B ut w e have dashing, audacious, brainy 
advance m en! Fortunately not m any, be­ 
cause th e earth w ould be th eir oyster, and 
very little else w ould be left after their ap­ 
petite w as thoroughly cared for. Great en­ 
terprises of necessity 
ttw a llo v r u n L i ttle E n d e a v o r s , 


but little endeavors are just as necessary, 
just as useful to sm aller m en, as these vast 
program m es are to m en of creater capacity. 
Our underground railw ay project is born 
of m ighty minds. 
Our surface service long since developed j 
its incapacity, and our elevated service is I 
show n at th is com paratively early stage j 
of it* existen ce to be utterly inadequate 
to th e duties laid upon it. We need and 
m ust have tw o great im provem ents in this 
city. 
One is an 
underground 
system 
of 
rapid 
transit, 
the 
other 
is 
a 
system of intercom m unication of surface 
roads. 
In Philadelphia, W idener, Ram ble 
aud E lkin s have dem onstrated the one 
great underlying fact that there is profit in 
an honest, an efficient public service. They 
have virtual control of the surface system 
in th e city of brotherly love, and for the 
com paratively sm all sum of six cents, I 
think it is, a man can go up town, iross 
tow n. all about tow n, there being an intelli­ 
gent arrangem ent perfectly understood bv 
the carriers aud the carried. 
N ew York has nothing of tile sort. 
T he Philadelphians have put their foot 
on Broadway, aud are endeavoring w itli 
great difficulty and m uch circum spection 
to induce th e people of N ew York to be 
adequately aud efficiently served. That

oppose them in that, as they have opposed 
everyth ing that th ey are not interested in. 
goes w ith out saying; but I have an idt a that 
public necessity is stronger even than the 
prejudice of th e press, and in tim e those 
gentlem en w ill succeed in givin g 
N ew T o r ii w h a t \ e w Y o rk 
now hasn’t, and in relievin g New' York from 
th e dom inaucy of the present surface rail­ 
road barons 
every one of w hom is worth 
m illions upon m illions of dollars, no two of 
w hom w ill consent that a single fare shall 
pass th e public over the tw o roads. 
W hy should they? 
W hy should these selfish railroad men 
voluntarily give up the extra fare, partic­ 
ularly w hen they are sustained in their 
opposition to broader 
and more liberal 
policy by an ignorant and idiotic Dress, 
w hich is very largely iii th e bunds and con­ 
duct of people w ho know but little of 
m etropolitan necessities. N ew York is e< r- 
tahi to advance in the n ext IO years to a 
greater ex ten t than she has in th e past lo 
years, trem endous as have been her strides 
in th at tim e, and it is upon the typo of man 
so aptly illustrated in th e person of my 
B estou friend that this depends. 
They expect to m ake m oney out of it? 
Of course; why not? But their projects 
are broad. 
They have w it enough to see 
th at a policy w hich is liberal to the public 
w ill receive liberally from tho public. They 
have brains enough to com prehend that a 
man w’ho shows a crowd a oath to safety 
w ill be honored by that crowd. They have 
brains enough to recognize that in order to 
reap

also they are prepared to do. T hey are the 
ones w ho open up new sections of country. 
For a long tim e they are com pelled to draw', 
to draw, to draw In order th at they may 
pay tho hew ers of stone and tho diggers of 
earth, that they may lay out streets, build 
houses, furnish m eans for transportation. 
Ad vert Inc F r e e ly 
and broadcast their circulars, givin g infor­ 
m ation, to people who, draw n by cheap 
rentals aud by com fort, w hen their hom es 
are reached, w ill say in com m on sense, 
“T hat is the place for us to g o .” 
W hat does that m ean? 
It m eans after a w iiile a trem endous re­ 
turn for a judicious outlay. 
It m eans vast, 
m ultitudinous patronage 
to 
the under­ 
ground road which penetrates w ith the 
sw iftness of a lim ited express those hither­ 
to ungetatable regions. 
It m eans fortunes 
galore to tho m en w ho had tho brains to 
devise, the courage to execute and tho 
m eans w ith w hich to support an army of 
men during the prelim inary operations. 
I tell you there .is a great deal to be learned 
by studying a bright man. 
I tell you it pays when you are brought 
in contact w ith one w hose original m en­ 
tality is quick and sharp, w hose percep­ 
tions are keen, whose band has the grip of 
iron libre to pay som e attention to him , 
to listen to his words, to w eigh his sugges­ 
tions and to re fleet upon his conclusions. 
T liat’s what I do. and I said to m yself as we 
w ere speeding hom e over the old Brook­ 
line tu rn p ik e: 
"W ell, the Creator m ust indeed be om nis­ 
cient, or H e never could have known the 
necessity of such a diversity of m ental, 
moral, physical gifts; and lie m ust have 
been om nipotent or lie never c* uld have 
m ade races of men so different, so oddly 
different, and in every race so many m en 
differing so conspicuously in their physical 
figuration not only, but iii their m ental 
capacity and in their moral appreciation of 
th eir own needs and the necessities of their 
dependent felloW -men.”

For 82000 he says the trip eau he made 
w ith tho greatest com fort. H is estim ate, 
However, does not leave m uch m argin for 
the purchase of knick-knacks aud souvenirs 
of tho journey. 
In the course of the investigation into the

He also kept a record of what he 
had done. for w hat use certain signatures 
were, etc., so as to guide him in his work. 
T he evidence indicates that ho is a skilled 
and accom plished forger. 
At a m eeting of tho bureau of im m igra­ 
tion held at Las Vegas, N. M., recently, it 
was decided to publish a large edition of a 
pam phlet on Now M exico, con ectin g the 
false ideas of th e Territory and setting forth 
its advantages. The pam phlet w ill be dis­

It wras show n that a very sm all 
portion of tho area of tho Territory is 
covered by laud grants and that fully nine- 
tentlis of N ew M exico is open to settlem ent.
